The second-place finisher, Scott 
Plessinger (KTM), also ran out of gas on 
the last lap, but both riders found fuel 
and finished in the same order. Doug 
Blackwell finished third overall, fol- 
lowed by Rodney Smith and Duane 
Conner in fourth and fifth, respectively. 
Newly crowned series champion Scott 
Summers (Hon) broke his tibia in a 
race-related incident and did not finish, 
and Steve Hatch (Suz) retired on the last 
lap with a broken flywheel after running 
as high as second. 


The CMC Trans-Cal Motocross Series 
Showdown took place October 18-19 at 
the Hungry Valley OHV area in Gor- 
man, California, and pitted Southern 
California and Northern California rid- 
ers against each other. Brett Racine 
(Kaw) won the 125cc Pro class on Satur- 
day followed by Brian Roth (Suz) and 
Doug Parsons (Yam). Takeshi Koikeda 
(Yam) won the 250cc Pro class, with 
Rusty Holland (Kaw) and Billy Joe 
Mercier (Kaw) in second and third, 


respectively. On Sunday, Casey Lytle 


topped the 125cc Pro division, with 
Chris Wheeler (Suz) and Roth (Suz) 
rounding out the top three. In 250cc Pro 
action, Wheeler took the measure of the 
class, trailed by Eric Kehoe (Hon) and 
Koikeda. Billy Payne again dominated 


the 125cc and 250cc Intermediate classes 
and won both championships. 


Keith Bowen (KTM) won the AMA 
Eastern Regional Four-Stroke Series 
round in Blountville, Tennessee, on 
October 19, at Muddy Creek Raceway.

suspension. The team will use 1998 
Honda CR125s with the suspension and 
motors modified by FMF, along with a 
smattering of works parts from Honda. 
Donnie Emler, FMF's owner, is working 
closely with the factory to shape the 
CR125 into a supercross and National 
motocross weapon along with the help 
of Honda's Cliff White and Mike Hook- 
er and FMF's engine specialist Terry 
Varner. The FMF/Honda team will be 
managed by former World Champions 
Danny LaPorte and Bobby Moore. 
"Donnie (Emler) has unlocked a trea- 
sure chest of power, now Bobby 
(Moore), myself and the riders are 
working on getting the rest of the bike 
ready for the season," LaPorte said in a 
press release. FMF's suspension techni- 
cian Rob Hendrickson is focusing on 
new valving specs and internal modifi- 
cations. As of this release, major spon- 
sors of the team, following FMF and 
Honda, are Thor riding gear, Arai hel- 
mets, Dunlop tires and a major outside 
sponsor, yet to be announced. 


World Superbike Champion John 
Kocinski will ride a factory Honda 
NSR500 V-four in the Big Road Race in 
Sugo, Japan, on November 2 - and he 
will be matched against four-time 500cc 
World Champion Michael Doohan, who 
will also ride an NSR500. Many of 
Grand Prix racing’s best will be on hand 
at Sugo, including Honda's Tadayuki 
Okada and Yamaha's Norifumi Abe. “I 
won't get much practice," Kocinski said 
on Monday, October 20. "In fact, I'll be 
ice-cold right from the freezer, but I'll be 
on a V-four and I'm looking forward to 
it." Kocinski still isn't sure of where he'll 
be racing next year, though he knows it 
will be with Honda. "World Superbike 
is there for me if I want it, but if I could I 
would like to move up," he said. "We'll 
just have to wait and see. I'd say it's 50- 
50 right now." 


Former World Superbike and Grand 
Prix racer Anthony Gobert will ink a 
contract this week with Ducati that will 
see him race a Vance & Hines Ducati in 
the 1998 AMA Superbike National 
Championship. Although no one would 
confirm the deal, sources close to Ducati 
say the deal is imminent and will be 
signed this week. Gobert was fired from 
the Lucky Strike Suzuki team earlier in 
the year after reportedly failing a drug 
test issued by the team. The Australian, 
who later passed an FIM urine test, is 
likely to be joined by former AMA 
Superbike National Champion Thomas 
Stevens. It will mark Stevens' second 


season on the Vance & Hines Ducatis. 
On the Fast By Ferracci Ducati front, it 
now appears likely that Tom Kipp will 
be joined on the team by Alessandro 
Gramigni, the Italian rider who won 
two AMA Nationals for Ferracci in 1996. 
Gramigni is currently under contract to 
Aprilia, but is expected to sign with Fer- 
racci in early December. 


Canadian Steve Crevier has signed a 
one-year contract with Yoshimura Suzu- 
ki to ride the team's TL1000R in the 
AMA Superbike National Champi- 
onship and its GSXR600 in the 600cc 
Supersport Series. "I've signed the con- 
tract and sent it back to them," Crevier 
said from his home in Canada on Mon- 
day, October 20. "They should get it 
today. I’m usually really into all of this, 
but I was starting to get upset about it 
all. I was getting nervous. This is the 
first time I’ve used a manager to do my 
deals, but I think it's the way to go. I 
think it'll work out good and I'm really 
happy about it." Crevier spent the last 
two years riding Smokin' Joe's Hondas 
in the Martin Adams-owned American 
Honda team. 


In other AMA Superbike Series news, 
AMA 750cc Supersport Champion Jason 
Pridmore has signed a contract with 
American Suzuki that will see him actu- 
ally race in two teams. Pridmore will 
defend his AMA 750cc Supersport 
Championship on a HyperCycle Suzuki 
GSXR750 while riding in selected AMA 
Superbike Series rounds on a Yoshimura 
Suzuki GSXR750 - beginning with Day- 
tona. Pridmore will also race a GSXR600 
in the 600cc Supersport Series for 
HyperCycle. 


The only factory AMA Superbike ride 
that is still available is the second spot 
with Yamaha, though that is expected to 
be filled by Jamie Hacking. If you pencil 
Hacking in to team with Rich Oliver on 
the factory Yamaha YZF750s, the 1998 
AMA Superbike lineup looks like this: 
Vance & Hines Ducati - Anthony Gobert 
and Thomas Stevens; Fast By Ferracci 
Ducati - Tom Kipp and Alessandro 
Gramigni; Yoshimura Suzuki - Mat 
Mladin, Aaron Yates, Larry Pegram, 
Steve Crevier and Jason Pridmore; Yama- 
ha - Rich Oliver and Jamie Hacking; 
Honda - Miguel DuHamel and Ben 
Bostrom; Muzzy Kawasaki - Doug Chan- 
dler and Tommy Hayden; Harley-David- 
son - Pascal Picotte and Thomas Wilson.

The White family 


Many motorcycling fans have inquired 
about the condition of our son, Brad 
White. Brad, now 19, was severely 
injured while test riding a motorcycle. 
He struck an unmarked chain barrier 
near the White Brothers R&D facility, 
crushing his larynx, voice box and 
windpipe. Though his neck was not 
broken, the lack of oxygen caused his 
heart to stop and the resulting brain- 
stem damage left him blind and a quad- 
riplegic. We feel it is important to note 
that this accident could easily have hap- 
pened on a bicycle or skateboard, as 
investigators determined that his 
approximate speed was only 10 to 15 
mph. 

After the accident, the neurologist 
gave the family no hope for his sur- 
vival, let alone any prospect for 
improvement. The neurologist who was 
called in for a second opinion went as 
far as to recommend the family take 
him off all nutrition, including water, so 
he would die quicker. 

Don't ever listen to doctors who 
want to play God. Brad has been home 
almost five months now and is improv- 
ing every day. His cognitive and memo- 
ry skills were unaffected by the accident 
and, with intensive therapy seven days

a week, he is now able to move every 
part of his body. We have hope that he 
may be able to walk and take care of 
himself in the future. He is learning 
how to make sounds again and can 
communicate "yes" and "no" with a 
hand squeeze. 

We have a lot of work ahead of us, 
but he has the will of a champion.

If a 20-some- 
thing rider finished second in the 250cc 
Nationals, repeatedly beat Jeremy 
McGrath, Mike LaRocco, Greg Albertyn 
and even waxed Jeff Emig a few times, 
he would be touted as "The Next Big 
Thing." A rider in his 20s would be cul- 
tivated and put back in the premier 
class to hopefully bring Yamaha its first 
250cc title in at least a decade. Because 
John Dowd is over 30 (read "over the 
hill”), he has been relegated to warming 
their 125s until some new wunderkind 
can be found to fill that spot. 

The truth is, John Dowd is stronger 
and rides with more enthusiasm and 
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desire than most of his younger com- 
petitors. He deserves to ride where he 
excels - in the 250cc class. 

As far as 125cc Supercross is con- 
cerned, the AMA rules that allow him 
to ride in the "prep-school class" are 
simply ludicrous. John Dowd has had a 
factory ride for at least three years, has 
beaten everybody in that class more 
than once, and has had years of single- 
digit numbers plates. This class is sup- 
posed to encourage teams to cultivate 
new talent - not to go cherry-picking.

I just hope Yamaha sees the error of 
its prejudice and puts him in the 250cc 
class so we can see more of the fantastic 
action he gave us in 1997.

yperCycle's Jason Pridmore con- 
tinued to stamp his authority on 
the road racing community with 
resounding wins in both the 600 and 
750cc Superstock Suzuki Cup classes at 
the WERA Grand National Finals at 
Road Atlanta, walking away with 
$10,000 in purse money. 

“We really got the bike set up. well in 
practice,” Pridmore said. “Carl is a sus- 
pension wizard and got the bike set up 
to handle the load the front end takes 
going down through the hills.” 

Pridmore carved through the hilly 
and extremely fast 2.5-mile road 
course, to be challenged only by local 
favorite Tripp Nobles. Nobles went on 
to take second in both the 600 and 
750cc races. 

Richard Alexander did the double as 
well, as he took a pair of third-place fin- 
ishes in the two Suzuki Cup classes. 

“1 injured my shoulder and it hasn't 
had time to heal,” Alexander said. “I’m 
in a lot of pain, but the adrenaline kicks 
in during the race. I don't want people 
to think it's an excuse." 

Emgo Valvoline Suzuki rider Josh 
Hayes took first in the 1100cc Super- 
stock class and his first-éver Suzuki Cup 
victory. 

“I can't tell you how happy I am,” 
Hayes said. "This has been a tough sea- 
son, and to come and finish first in the 
Cup race is terrific. I can't thank Barry 
and Tabitha enough for their help and 
support throughout the season." 





750cc FINAL 


Pridmore won both qualifying 
rounds on Saturday to start the race on 
pole position. 

"We were working on setup and the 
team got it right," Pridmore said. "This 
track demands a lot from the HyperCy- 
cle Suzuki, and Mike, Greg and Carl 
tamed the beast." 

Another rider getting his bike right 
during practice was Tripp Nobles, who 
won his 750cc heat race and started 
alongside Pridmore as the green flag fell 
on the Suzuki 750cc Cup final. 

Nobles got the holeshot, but Prid- 
more was side by side as they snaked up 
through turns one and two. Then the 
race was red-flagged after Parrish Regis- 
ter crashed and left his bike on the track. 

At the restart, it was Nobles and Prid- 
more again, but this time Pridmore held 
off the brakes and slid through the turn to 
lead by a wheel length. As the two settled 
into a pace that saw them turning 1:25s 
on lap two, they ran away from the rest of 
the field. Team Polen Suzuki's Doug 
Polen benefited from the restart and 
moved right into third place, with Team 
Suzuki Sport's Richard Alexander in tow. 

"I've been in a lot of pain all week- 


end, but when I got out there, the adren- . 


aline kicked in and I temporarily forgot 
about the pain," Alexander said. "I 
couldn't catch Tripp or Jason though; 
they were gone." 

Alexander and Polen's battle was 
just heating up. "Alexander was hang- 
ing in there," Polen said. "He followed 
me around and found a few lines and 
was able to go faster than he did in prac- 
tice." 


Alexander passed Polen midway 
through the race to take over third 
place. 

“1 started sliding around and the rear 
kept coming around," Polen said. “1 
couldn't get enough drive to run down 
the front guys." 

Polen slipped in behind Alexander to 
finish fourth. 

Jamie Bowman had made a 
respectable run at Pridmore during the 
qualifying race, but was off the pace of 
Alexander and Polen in the 750cc race, 
finishing fifth. 

"| got a really good start," Bowman 
said. “They had a little motor on me 
because I couldn't hang in the draft. I 
also had a little right-arm pump at the 
end. I'll have to go home and work on 
that. Doug and Richard pulled me and I 
did my best." 

As the race progressed, Nobles and 
Pridmore were inseparable. One lap 
Pridmore would come under the bridge 
and then the next Nobles would be first, 
each fighting to outbrake the other as 
they entered turn one. 

"I'd say we were pretty equal," Prid- 
more said. “We gave each other room to 
pass and this is the way racing should 
be. It was terrific, and I’m glad we were 
able to put on such a show for the 
crowd." 

On the box, Nobles was all smiles 
after his second-place finish. 

“It was really something,” Nobles 
said. "I was glad to be able to take it to 
him like that. Vic Fasola got the motor 
competitive, and we were really sliding 
around out there, but I think Jason was 
hooking up a little better than me. All I 
have is a revalved stock rear shock. I’m

glad to have finished where we did with 
what we got. It was a good day.” 

Alexander accommodated a shoulder 
injury and still finished third, ahead of 
Polen. Behind Polen was Bowman, with 
Michael Barnes, next after a seventh-row 
start to finish sixth. 

“Carry Andrew built a great motor 
and the bike ran great,” Barnes said. “I 
just needed more track time to get my 
timing down more. Plus, I just came 
from finishing fourth in an AMA race. 
The competition in WERA is excellent, 
and any of these guys could run with 
the AMA. They really impressed me.” 


600cc FINAL 


Pridmore and Nobles jumped out to 
the early lead at the start of the 600cc 
Suzuki Cup race, but Pridmore would 
claim the spot permanently as he drove 
by Nobles up the hill into turn one, a 
move similar to the one he made in the 
750cc race. This time, though, Pridmore 
would lead and maintain a bike-length 
margin over Nobles for the entire race. 

"| really thought Га be able to pull 
away from Tripp on the horsepower," 
Pridmore said. "It's a true testament to 
Tripp's riding, because I could not shake 
him." 

Nobles tried to hang, but couldn't 
seem to be able to put together a pass, 
even out of the draft. 

“1 just hung on,” Nobles said. "Jason 


. has a real fast bike. Vic kept a good bike 


under me but I came up a little short." 
Early in the race, there was a two- 
way battle for third between Team 
Suzuki Sport rider Richard Alexander 
and Rick Kirk. Kirk made a pass, but it 
came to nothing as he low-sided in turn 











seven and took himself out of the race. 

“I drank a little too much Geritol this 
morning," Kirk said. "I got into seven 
too hot and lost the front end." 

With Kirk out of the race, Alexander 
took third uncontested. 

“Lam in pain," Alexander said, “but I 
was able to hold off the pain until the 
end. I’m happy for third, considering.” 

In a heated battle for fourth place, a 
pair of Nielsen Racing teammates, Dar- 
ryl Saylor and Mark Junge, went back 
and forth the entire race. 

“It is always fun to race with Darryl," 
fourth-placed Junge said. "The Nielsen 
Suzukis were running excellent and the 
new Pirellis were extremely grippy 
throughout the entire race." 

Saylor settled for fifth. 

"Mark ran a great race," Saylor said. 
“I tried to draft by him, but he seemed 
to have the better grip and held me in 
the corners." 


1100cc FINAL 


When the green flag dropped, Emgo 
Valvoline Suzuki's Grant Lopez took the 
holeshot, with teammate Hayes a close 
second. Hayes passed Lopez going into 
five and took the lead. As Hayes was 
driving through seven, he started to lose 
the rear and chopped the throttle, which 
threw off Lopez and kept him out of the 
race. 

"| came out of seven and Josh went 
sideways," Lopez said. "I momentarily 
flinched in my mind, and I lost it avoid- 
ing Josh. I think I tore some ligaments, 
because I can't move my knee very 
well." 

With Lopez out, Hooters Racing's 
James Randolph started to run Hayes 
down, but he was shown the black flag. 

“I knew what they were trying to 
pull me in for," Randolph said. "We had 
just put on the new lowers and they 
were hitting the pipe, but they weren't 
coming loose. I know when the bike 
isn't safe, and it was fine." 

After a post-race protest, Randolph 
was disqualified. As a result, Tim 
Bemisderfer took over second place and 
ran very hard in a back-and-forth battle 
with Dan Bailey. 

"Bailey stayed behind me and on the 
last lap he lost it," Bemisderfer said. “I 
could hear his bike sliding and knew I 
had the position at that point." 

With Bailey out, Seth Hahn inherited

WERA National Endurance Series 
Final Round: Road Atlanta 


NIELSEN 
GETS ONE

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BRASELTON, GA, OCT. 9 

“YJ unny skies and thousands of spec- 
tators lining the fences set the stage 
A J for the unpredictable and exciting 
four-hour endurance race which turned 
into two races as several teams fell short 
with mechanical problems. When all 
was said and done, it was Nielsen Rac- 
ing topping the podium ahead of Team 
Suzuki Endurance, as TSE riders Tray 
Batey and Grant Lopez gingerly nursed 
their sputtering 1100cc monster around 
the high-speed 2.5-mile course in Brasel- 
ton. 

Yamaha of Texas Racing inherited 
third place on the day after Arclight 
Racing suffered its first race-ending 
mechanical problem. 









The four-hour endurance race was 
broken down into two chapters: Chapter 
one would tell the tale of TSE com- 
manding the race; the second chapter 
would describe Nielsen Racing running 
down and capitalizing upon TSE’s 
mechanical woes. ^ 

The race started out in typical fash- 
ion, with TSE jumping out to an early 
lead, exploiting the bike's high power 
output along the straightaway. Lopez 
jumped out fast to establish a 27-second 
lead 15 minutes into the four-hour race. 

“I had a fair start and passed Junge 
and Prussiano going up the hill into 
turn one," Lopez said. "Once I had clear 
track, I pulled the trigger. The bike is 
also rock-steady, because Keith Perry 
tuned the machine." 

In a distant second place, Nielsen 
Racing was busy keeping a pursuing 
posse at bay. Arclight Racing was lead- 
ing the charge, with the Semoff Brothers 
Racing, Team Fury Racing, and TBA 
Racing giving chase. Brian Lantz of 
Team Fury got by Arclight Racing and 
held third place. However, trying to 
keep their Kawasaki 600 in front took 
too much out of the rear tire. 

"Brian got a little carried away and 
tried to set the 600cc track record during 
the first hour and left me with an over- 
cooked tire," Teammate Ty Howard 
said. "We haven't done a rear-tire 
change in a while and they put the axle 
through without having the chain on the 
sprocket, which hurt us." 

The long pit stop set Team Fury back, 
but when they blew a valve, which was 
later found in the exhaust pipe, its day 
was over for good. 


Road Atlanta is almost as demanding 
on motors as Daytona. By the end of the 
season, endurance bikes are tired, 
regardless of how many times they are 
rebuilt. The long straightaway at Road 
Atlanta exposed this fact, as several 
teams fell out due to mechanical prob- 
lems. Team Fury was one of the victims 
of mechanical gremlins. TKO Racing 
was also running with the chase pack 
when they started suffering problems 
which would eventually take them out. 

"Through the esses, the bike died on 
Chad," James Bynum said. "It was too 
late. He was already leaned over and he 
couldn't save it. We got the bike fixed 
and then third and fifth gear went (bad) 
in the transmission." | 

Midway through the race, the leaders 
settled into a comfortable pace. TSE was 
still dominating and had a two-lap lead 
on Nielsen Racing. Arclight was holding 
strong in third place with its 600cc Suzu- 





ki, with TBA Racing's Lanny Allen in its 
shadow. 

"Lanny is a little uncomfortable 
today," teammate Ward Cook said. 
"We're having a suspension sag and the 
canister is grounding out and it is mak- 
ing for a sketchy ride, but we fixed the 
problem in the pits." 

TBA Racing's problems continued. 
The sprocket bolts on its bike backed 
out of the rear wheel and locked up the 
back end, which sent Allen back to the 
pits in the crash truck and out of con- 
tention. 

Just as it seemed TSE would walk 
away with another win, the team began 
to suffer problems. First, during Batey's 
opening stint, he started to slow and 
allowed Nielsen Racing's Darryl Saylor 
to get past and make up one of two laps 
that the team was down. 

"Twenty minutes into my stint, the 
rear end started to drift all over the 
place," Batey said. "It felt like the axle 
had become loose or the wheel had 
cracked. I stayed out and finished my 
stint. We found out that something had 
punctured the rear wheel and we only 
had 12 pounds of pressure in the tire." 

This was only the beginning of TSE's 
problems. | 

Lopez took the bike after the rear tire 
was changed during the third hour. 
About 20 minutes into his stint, the bike 
started to make funny noises. 

In the pits, TSE crew chief Keith Perry 
changed the battery and the black box, 
and for 10 minutes Batey rode flawless- 
ly; then suddenly there was a sputter 
from the engine down the front straight. 
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"About 15 minutes into it, the bike 
completely died cornering under the 
bridge," Batey said. "I came into the pits 
unexpectedly and the bike refired and 
they waved me back out. The bike con- 
tinued to cut off and on, but it never 
completely died. I just tried to keep it 
under control, because when the bike 
kicks back, you don't want it to be 
through midcorner." 

Batey managed to keep the bike out 
there, but the time they lost in the pits 
and Batey's inconsistent lap times 
allowed Nielsen Racing the opportunity 
to make up the time needed to take the 
lead. 

Saylor was instrumental in taking the 
lead, and his vast experience in 
endurance racing contributed to the 
team winning the race. 

- “I wasn't real happy with the rear 
suspension, and we had some tire prob- 
lems,” Saylor said. “We put on a differ- 
ent Pirelli and did some changes to the 
rear shock and this helped, and Mark 
and I were really able to go." 

Junge started the race for Nielsen 
Racing and led the field to turn one 
before he was swallowed up by Lopez. 
Junge couldn't match the pace of the 
TSE, but he pulled away from third 
place until the Semoff Brothers chal- 
lenged them on its 1000cc Yamaha. 

"| was riding comfortably and caught 
Junge on the draft," rider Glenn Szarek 
said. "Then Atwell low-sided the bike 
and we weren't able to continue." 

This took out the last challenger to 
run with Nielsen Racing until its battle 
with the ailing TSE bike late in the race. 

^We already won our class in Texas," 
Junge said. "I wanted to get some time 
setting up the 750 for the Cup races. The 
last thing I expected was to be on top of 
the box. The combination of the Nielsen 
Suzuki and Pirelli tires worked perfectly 
today, and I couldn't be happier." 

As Nielsen Racing was on its way to 
victory, Arclight looked to have third 
place in the bag. Chris Hughes rode the 
team's bike into the pits, pointing at the 
tank and shaking his head. Team owner 
Chuck Warren pulled off the tank but 
they couldn't figure out the problem

and the day was over for the team. 

“It turned out to be a loss of com- 
pression in the number-three cylinder," 
Warren said, “but that's racing." 

Team Yamaha of Texas inherited 
third place after Arclight went out, but 
TYT ran with the leaders the entire race 
and earned third. 

“We detuned the motor from Texas," 
rider Kelly Moody said. "The changes 
the guys made helped because we 
didn't have one single problem and the 
bike ran awesome." 

Team Ten 40 had mechanical prob- 
lems all season and were looking to fin- 
ish the season on a positive note, which 
they did by claiming fourth place. 

"To finish the season first in class and 
fourth overall is great," Brian Cincerra 
said. "Not to wish anything bad on 
Arclight, but they experienced what 
we've lived all season, and it feels great 
to have the bike finish so well." €N

t was a mixed bag of results in the 

WERA National Challenge Series 

during the Grand National Finals at 
Road Atlanta. Darryl Saylor teamed up 
with Nielsen Racing's endurance team 
this year and proved that retired veter- 
ans can still run with the young guns. 
Saylor started his sprint efforts when 
teammate Mark Junge gave him a bike 


to race at the Suzuki Cup Final. Saylor 
exploited the use of the Nielsen Suzuki 
and put the bike on top of the box in 
only his third race attempt. "The 
Nielsen Suzuki is fast and my past 
endurance experience has paid off," 
Saylor said. "My timing is back and I'm 
up to speed and 1 look forward to racing 
the entire 1998 season." 

There was, however, a dark cloud 
over the day's racing after Iowa's Gor- 
don Lunde, 28, died from injuries sus- 
tained in a crash during the 600cc 
Superstock race. Lunde's father was the 
founder of the Wegman Benefit, which 
aids severely injured racers. Lunde will 
be deeply missed by the racing commu- 
nity. | 

Emgo Valvoline Suzuki rider Grant 
Lopez finished second in the 600cc 
Superstock race but won the Michelin 
750cc Superstock class. Emgo Valvoline 
Suzuki rider Josh Hayes was just getting 
warmed up when he sneaked under 
teammate Grant Lopez for the victory in 
the 1100cc Superstock race. Michael 
Himmelsbach kept his winning streak 
alive and won the 125cc GP race to 
clinch the title. Tray Batey topped the 


Formula One class. 


The 600cc Superstock race got started 
with Triple R Racing's Mark Reed tak- 
ing the lead. Reed led until he had a 
mechanical breakdown on lap two 
which ended his day. 

“1 came out of (turn) seven, shifted 
up, and boom!” Reed said. "I came 
under the bridge and couldn't shift 
because the shifter was just dangling." 

Another Kawasaki rider, Brian Lantz, 
took over the lead, but his motor quickly 
expired and he fell out of the race. Say- 
lor didn't get the best start but it didn't 
matter, as riders dropped out right and 
left. Teammates Junge and Saylor went 
back and forth, but Saylor bettered 
Junge at the checkered. 

"] lost the rear and the steering went 
completely to lock," Junge said. "I got it 
back but I lost too much ground on Say- 
lor and couldn't make up the time after 
my mistake." 

Hayes took fourth place. 

“They had too much on me today,” 
Hayes said. "We were a little off on 
setup and I couldn't match their pace 
and make the pass." 

Joe Temperato fought back from a 
poor start to finish fifth. 

Grant Lopez was motivated for the 
Michelin 750cc Superstock class and had 
his bike dialed in. 

: Tim Bemisderfer was in the zone, 
passing Jay Johnson Racing's Billy Eise- 
nacher, Nielsen Racing’s Junge and 
Greg Myer to take second place. 

"| really felt comfortable on the 
bike," Bemisderfer said. "I was comfort- 
able and I felt at home with the pace. I 
just wish I had a few more laps." 

Jay Johnson Racing's Eisenacher took 
third after he also got by Junge late in 
the race. 

^We had a few problems earlier with 
the rear tire keeping air," Eisenacher 
said. "Jay Johnson fixed the bike and I 
was able to run down Junge." 

Junge led the race at the beginning 
but spiraled backward. 

“I have been having problems with 
the rear," Junge said. "We changed the 
spring and the tire, but neither seemed 
to remedy the problem." 

Junge settled for fourth, with Greg 
Myer in fifth. 

Emgo Valvoline rider Hayes really 
had his 1100cc Suzuki dialed in and it 
was apparent in the way he went after 
his teammate Grant Lopez. Lopez and 
Hayes went at it tooth and nail the 
whole way. 




















"It was great," Hayes said. "Grant is 
a great rider and we went back and 
forth. One lap I'd pass him and the next 
lap he'd dive under me in one. On the 
final lap, I drafted him and passed on 
the brakes under the bridge. It was real- 
ly good racing." 

Lopez finished second, a wheel 
length behind Hayes. 

"Josh ran a great race," Lopez said. "1 
think his bike had a little more power, 
but he ran really well." 

Gregg Leffler rode his 750cc Suzuki 
to third. 

"The others had a little more power 
on me," Leffler said, "but I was able to 
stay with them in the corners. l'm happy 
with third." 








Hooters rider James Randolph was 
just dialing his bike in for the Cup races 
and finished fourth. 

"We're just checking out the bike,"

Acree and King went back 
and forth, but Acree carried more speed 
and was first under the bridge as the 
pair headed down the hill to the final 
turn 12. Arcee got the edge on the drive 
to the line and sneaked under King to 
take the win, barely ahead. Lantz fin- 
ished third. Hayes, who had tried unsuc- 
cessfully to catch Lantz on the last lap, 
finished fourth. Saylor finished fifth. 

The battle in the 125cc GP class came 
down to the wire, with Himmelsbach 
and Chris Ulrich competing for first 
place. Himmelsbach took off and was 
untouchable. 

“I’m happy to bring home the victory 
for Himmelsbach Racing,” Himmels- 
bach said. “I can’t thank my dad and 
family enough. This is just great.” 
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Behind Chris Ulrich was 
his father, John Ulrich. >

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FIRST RIDE

solid business builds on its

Speed Triple both hard acts to 
follow in terms of new product, Tri- 
umph - after its great corporate leap for- 
ward one year ago with the debut of 
these new-generation fuel-injected 
triples - has opted to focus once more on 
its original carbureted three-cylinder 
range. 

Hence the debut at the Milan Show 
of just a single new model for 1998, the 
latest variant on the Thunderbird theme 
first launched three years ago with the 
original '50s-style T-Bird retro-cruiser, 
then joined a year later by the '60s-fla- 
vor Adventurer stylebike. This time 
around, though, the newest member of 
Triumph’s style council is a cruiser with 
attitude: the Thunderbird Sport. 

Available in two colors - red or yel- 
low, both combined with black - the 
Sport yet again bears testimony to the 
ability of Triumph's styling team to so 
successfully overlay a freshly engi- 
neered new product with a host of refer- 
ence points from the ntarque’s historic 
past. Just as on the original T-Bird and 
the later Adventurer - both of which 
continue in production - the Sport con- 
tains a host of design motifs aimed at 
jogging the memory cells. Those cues 
range from major ingredients such as 
the reverse-cone twin-megaphone 
exhaust system or perforated-chrome 
air-filter covers on the carbs to details 
like the trad-style rear number-plate 
light, single round headlamp, black- 
faced (and very easy to read) instru- 
ments, conical-body turn signals, round

master cylinders for clutch and front- 
brake operation, the rather incongruous- 
sounding but stylistically sharp-looking 
horn, or the Triumph motif embossed 
on the back of the seat. However, unlike 
the previous pair of participants in Tri- 
umph’s march down memory lane, the 
Sport's styling isn’t so much nostalgia- 
led as race track-derived - specifically 
aimed toward conjuring up reminis- 
cences of U.S. half mile or mile oval dirt 
track racing from anytime until about 15 
years ago, when Triumph twins stopped 
taking part. Yup, this is a triple that 
thinks it's a twin - stylewise, at least. 
Mind you, the noise from those two dirt 
track-derived silencers sounds more like 
a "twiple" than a triple at times. Split 
personality? 

In a way, that term applies to the 
whole concept of the bike, which is 
effectively a sort of contradiction in 
terms. The name says it all: Thunder- 
bird Sport. In fact, this is a performance 
street rod derived from a retro-cruiser 
that really represents Triumph's answer 
to the Ducati Monster. While retaining 
the original T-Bird's cruiser version of 
Triumph's trademark spine frame, com- 
plete with bolted-on rear subframe low- 
ering the rear end around 30mm, the 
Sport has been given improved dynam- 
ics via uprated suspension and other 
hardware. It also affords almost 20 per- 
cent more power from the Thunder- 
bird's detuned 885cc three-cylinder 
engine, a little extra torque, and one 
more ratio in the gearbox. So, thanks to 
modified cam profiles and altered igni- 
tion timing, as well as the sportier 



















































exhaust system, Triumph has boosted 
the original T-Bird's 69 bhp at 8000 rpm 
to the Sport's 82 bhp at 8500 rpm, while 
maintaining the same trio of 36mm Kei- 
hin flatslide CV carbs and lower 10:1 
compression ratio. Maximum torque is 
also increased from 53 ft.-Ib. at 4800 
rpm to the new model's 56 ft.-Ib., deliv- 
ered much higher up the rev band at 
6500 rpm. Together with the "missing" 
sixth-gear ratio restored on the Sport as 
compared to the Thunderbird (and 
Adventurer's) five-speed gearbox, the 
result is improved performance all 
through the rev range, as well as more 
top-end power and extra zest in the 
gears. 

. However, it's worth reflecting that 
the 82-bhp "Sport" still only represents 
a halfway house between the 69 bhp 
Thunderbird and 97 bhp Trophy/ 
Sprint/Trident 900cc carb-triples: What 
it is is a sportier version of the retro- 
cruiser, not a mile-eating three-cylinder 
performance bike in its own right. As 
such, I have to say I think Triumph 
made a mistake calling it what they did: 
the Sport isn't really so much anything 
of the kind, but a triumph (ouch) of 
style over function, making a monicker 
like Ascot or Indy to reflect its U.S. dirt- 
heritage styling more appropriate. 

However, once any false expectations 
have been cleared up, the Sport delivers 
what Triumph's target market for it 
almost certainly expects, which is a 
great-looking bike with sporting styling 
references. It oozes personality and has 
serious street cred in the right quarters. 

If they remade "Shampoo" today, 22 
years on, but with Warren Beatty as the 
movie's producer instead of acting the 
part of the street-wise Hollywood stud 
who rode his Bonneville from one torrid 
date to another, the Thunderbird Sport 
is the bike his modern-day counterpart 
would do it on. For a start, it looks good 
even before you hop aboard - but when 
you do, you realize Triumph styling 
supremo John Mockett and his team 
have gone all the way with the half-mile 
dirt-oval theme. 

The riding position is quite different 
from any previous Triumph, with a 
raised, one-piece flat handlebar bolted 
to the upper triple clamp that even a 6- 
footer has to reach a long way forward 
for. It delivers a very upright riding pos- 
ture that isn't, however, at all tiring at 
lower speeds, even with your back 
straight and your arms at full stretch. 
The grips aren't pulled back as on the 
original T-Bird or Adventurer, so the 
stance isn't very relaxing, but it's comfy 
enough - just different: There isn't 
another bike in the marketplace which 
feels like this to ride. 

You do however, feel positioned 
quite far forward, dirt-style, which 
indeed you are - and that's even without 
the 30mm-longer black-painted alloy 
swingarm now fitted to bring the wheel- 
base up to a stretched-out 1580mm (62.2 
inches, no less); perhaps too far forward, 
depending on how long your legs are - 
because the shape of the seat and the 
straight bars meant my right knee kept 
making friends with the back of the 
cylinder head. No big deal if you're 
wearing leathers - but I have to admit 
that, except when I was celebrating the 
fact that Mr. Kushitani's latest suit has 
the exact same color scheme as my Sport 
loaner bike, most of the rest of the time I 
rode the bike just like most of its cus- 
tomers will - in jeans and a leather jacket 
- and then it became a nuisance. 

To avoid broiled knee wrapped in 
Levi en croute, you need to ride the 
Sport like a Harley, with your right knee 
hanging out in the wind - except that on 
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the Triumph there's no carb to clear, 
only an engine that's so heavily offset to 


one side and a riding position so far for- . 


ward, you can't really avoid it unless 
you do. Test-ride this bike before buying 
to see if your inside leg measurement 
becomes a factor in the pleasure of 
straddling it. 

Triumphs are usually so closely 
detailed, this might be an aberration... 
except there's more. Though the engine is 
tuned slightly higher, it's still just as 
smooth and flexible low down as the low- 
power T-Bird's, pulling cleanly away in 
top gear from 1500 rpm upward without 
a snatch, and superbly responsive at any 
revs. Riding around town is nice, because 
the light-action clutch (with adjustable 
lever, like the front brake's) picks up very 
smoothly and there's torquey power on 
tap, delivered whenever you need it to 
the evocative muted howl of the best- 
sounding bike engine in current produc- 
tion. Plus, the flat bars still have good 
leverage for tight turns. 

But accelerating under load from 
3000 to 3700 rpm, there's some momen- 
tary vibration through the footrests 
that's gone almost as soon as you notice 
it - call it character rather than a chore, 
and put it down to either cam profiles 
starting to work or exhaust-tuning to 
pass the noise test. It's not a flat spot 
(because the bike keeps accelerating 
well enough) just a minor dose of vibes 
that you do encounter quite frequently - 
2500 to 5000 rpm is the rev range you 
use most heavily in the urban conditions 
at which the Sport is aimed. 

Less easy to overlook is the more 
intrusive vibration that starts at just 
over 5000 rpm and persists through the 
footrests all the way to the 8500-rpm 
redline - it's a definite buzz that I can't 
remember feeling on any other modern 
Triumph triple, but for sure it's there. 
Hmmm. Now, of course, chances are 
most Sport customers won't run the 
bike that hard, because if you shift up 
at five grand in the gears, you'll still 
get adequate performance, and riding 
the bike any faster than the 75 mph 
(120 kph on the kilometer-speedoed 
test bike) represented by that five- 
grand threshold entails risking rigor

On the other hand, this is a triple that 
thinks it’s a twin, so maybe it’s all part 
of the deal. However, on the plus side, 
Triumph has seriously improved the 
Sport’s gearbox, which has a lighter, 
crisper change than any carbie Hinckley 
bike I ever rode before, and it isn’t near- 
ly so notchy and heavy-feeling as previ- 
ous ones I’ve been whining about ever 
since John Bloor brought the marque 
back from the dead seven years ago. I 
also like the fact you can adjust the gear- 
lever position very finely via the 
adjustable threads in the gear-shift link- 
age that’s worthy of a race bike - as is 
the gearbox itself; and I never thought 
l'd be saying that about a carbureted 
Triumph... 

In fact, there's encouraging improve- 
ment on many aspects of the Sport's 
specifications, underlining that Tri- 
umph does take on board what its cus- 
tomers tell it, and then acts on it. The 
readability of the instruments, for 
example, is beyond reproach - or even 
more markedly, the strip of idiot lights 
sitting between them, which for the first 
time since they were introduced on the 
Speed Triple five years ago can be seen 
clearly even in bright sunshine. The fuel 
tap is easy to operate when you hit 






You don't have to go far to catch the dirt track-bred styling features. "External" air cleaners 
and giant reverse megaphone mufflers were all the rage from the late '60s on up to 1970, 
when Triumph claimed three AMA Grand National titles in four years. 
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mortis in your forearms as you strug- 
gle to counter the fierce wind blast 
delivered by the upright riding posi- 
tion and high bars. This is a boulevard 
bike built for cruising the canyons 
rather than fighting the freeways - but 
go with the flow on the San Diego 
Freeway or Paris Peripherique outside 
rush hour, and be prepared for some 
tingles in the toes. 
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reserve on the 5.5-gallon fuel tank after 
exactly 125 miles, giving you access to 
another gallon of gas, while the side- 
stand is easy to operate when seated on 
the bike, and isn't suicidally spring- 
loaded - Italian manufacturers, especial- 
ly Ducati and Guzzi, please note! 
There's no centerstand included, 
though, only as an option in the whole 
range of mainly cosmetic goodies Tri- 
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umph has developed for the bike in an 
extensive aftermarket catalog. 

I think some of these, though, should 
be included on the bike as standard - 
especially the passenger grab rail: All 
four of the passengers I carried on the 
bike complained there was nowhere to 
hold on to - except moi! (It’s a sociable 
stylebike.) Also, the footrests were too 
high - an inevitable function of the twin- 
exhaust styling, I guess. But incorporat- 
ing some grab handles in the rear mud- 
guard brackets surely should have been 
possible as standard - though the trio of 
optional handlebar screens (two clear 
Perspex, one a color-coordinated head- 
lamp cowl) are better left as an option, 
allowing each rider to decide what he or 
she wants to deflect the air blast with, 
especially if it helps hold down the base 
price of the bike, which is sold in the UK 
home market for the same price tag as 
the base Thunderbird. While shopping 
for options, you might consider the 
lower-handlebar kit Triumph is offering 
for the Sport: It will not only make some 
sense out of the Sport tag, but, coupled 
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with the optional passenger-seat cowl 
giving the illusion of a single-seat sport- 
bike, it makes the Sport look - well, 
sportier, as well as presumably more 
suited to ride at speed. 

The 130-mph top speed Triumph 
claims for the bike is effectively hypo- 
thetical, because you'd have a hard time 
hanging on to the bars at that speed in 
stock form. However, Triumph has 
already considerably improved the 
Sport's specs against the original T-Bird 
by adding a second 310mm Nissin stain- 
less-steel front disc, giving not only 
improved stopping power (and it works 
very well in the rain, too, with lots of 
bite and feel) but also an enhanced mar- 
gin of safety, especially with the extra 
grip obtained via the added front-end 
weight bias obtained with the longer 
swingarm. The base T-Bird's single front 
disc is marginal, with a passenger and 
494-pound dry weight of motorcycle - 
the Sport scales little more than 8.5 
pounds more, thanks to its second 
disc/caliper and heavier exhaust sys- 
tem. This is tucked in reasonably well, 
but even without pretending to be Carl 
Fogarty, it's quite easy to scrape the 
outer of the three downpipes, which in 
fact belongs to the middle cylinder. The 
two outer ones conjoin to make the 
twiple's second megaphone. 

Before that, though, the U.S. dirt 
track-style flip-up footrests will have 
















grounded out, thanks to the excellent 
grip from the 17-inch Avon radial rub- 
ber fitted as original equipment. The 
rear, a 160/70 AV281 with a round pro- 
file and high aspect ratio, suits the Tri- 
umph's handling very well, especially 
changing direction from side to side in 
sweeping turns, where the long wheel- 
base gives good stability even when you 
hit some bumps cranked over. On the 
Thunderbird, this might have been an 
invitation for a fit of the shakes, espe- 
cially with the non-adjustable, very 
stiffly sprung rear shock fitted as stan- 
dard in pursuit of U.S. riding tastes. 

But on the Sport, Triumph has 
addressed this problem from the stand- 
point of everyone else by finally fitting 
front and rear Kayaba suspension on the 
sporting stylebike, fully adjustable at 
both ends for compression and rebound 
damping and spring preload: There's 
also longer wheel travel as well than on 
the T-Bird. Coupled with the wider 3.5- 
inch/4.25-inch Akront alloy rims for the 
36-spoke front/40-spoke rear wire 
wheels, the result is not only improved 


handling and grip for the Sport - though 
ground clearance is an ever-present 
problem once you start riding the bike 
hard on those grippy tyres - but also 
superior ride quality, provided you take 
the time to dial in the rear shock by rais- 
ing the seat and accessing the remote 
adjusters: Standard settings are still very 
stiff and give a choppy ride over free- 
way joints and broken road surfaces. 
Still, this is a big improvement - which, 
considering the two bikes cost the same,

lifestyle, yet not all of it was fun and games.

» tthe hospital, the doctor 
| told me that I had a punc- 
| tured lung,” explains Dar- 
* rell Shultz. “So I tell him, 1 

have to race this Sunday. 
Can you fix it?’ He just looked at me 
very strangely, laughed, and said, ‘No, 
you’re going to be in the hospital for 10 
days. We’re going to have to put a steel 
tube in your lung to inflate it.'" 

It was the summer of 1982 and Dar- 
rell Shultz was holding down a tenuous 
points lead, deep in the throes of a high- 
ly competitive battle for the AMA. 500cc 
National Championship. He was also a 
physical wreck. Despite knees battered 
beyond repair, and a collapsed lung to 
boot, Shultz was not about to walk away 
from his chance at an AMA number-one 
plate - he had come way too far to throw 
in the towel now. The doctor was just 
going to have to make things happen. 

To this day, many motocross insiders 
consider "Dangerous" Darrell Shultz to 
be one of the bravest racers in the history 
of the sport. Some have even gone so far 
as to call him "the last of the wild men." 
Riding, at times, like a caveman, 
destroying his body with crazy "go for 
broke and hope the health insurance is 
paid off" moves, and 
bouncing off anything 
on the track that 
wasn't nailed down 
(and some things that 
were nailed down, as 
well), Shultz embod- 
ied everything Ameri- 
can motocross fans loved: 
big jumps, big speed and - many times - 
big crashes. 

Furthermore, along with all that, 
Shultz was renowned for his notorious 
wild and crazy off-track lifestyle. Con- 
sidered by many of his peers to be a 
world-class rent-a-car pilot, Shultz, 
through his e-brake, four-wheel-drift 
actions, managed to find himself in trou- 
ble with his bosses, the rental-car compa- 
nies, and the law-enforcement agencies 
of America on more than one occasion. 
But we'll get to that later. That said, 
Shultz was really no different than most 
of the racers during that era of American 
motocross. The sport, still in its dark 
ages to a certain degree, was beginning 
to take a firm hold on the nation, and 
Shultz - and his comrades - were along 
for the tempestuous ride. 

“I think we were a lot more crazy 
back then,” Shultz reflects from his 
home in Northern California. “We 
pushed everything to the max. These 
days, the riders are very professional 
and there’s a lot of money involved.”

To get a read on Darrell Shultz and 
his unique place in American motocross 
history, one must go right back to the 
very beginning - back to the days in 
Northern California where a fledgling 
(and very competitive) racing scene had 
developed - a scene the young Darrell 
Shultz very much wanted to be a part of. 

"I was born in West Point, New 
York," says Shultz. "My dad was based 
there while in the army. I grew up in 
Orangeville, California, which is right 
outside of Sacramento and is the very 
same place Steve Lamson is from. 

^My dad was an amateur racer and 
got up to the expert level, but he started 
hitting the ground a lot and that was it. 
He was a sheet-metal worker and told 
me that as soon as I could buy a truck 
and a bike, I could begin racing. That 
was kind of the deal: Go to school and 
get a job and you can race. So I accom- 
plished all of that and started racing at 
age 16. I never raced in the mini class. 

"My first race was at Prairie City and, 
of course, I did terrible. I was riding this 
big tuna-boat CZ. Soon after that, I 
began riding a 125 and rode the Novice 
class for about four months. I raced the 
Intermediate class for a month, then 
moved right into the Expert class. 1 was 
quick right away and was just balls-out 
the entire time. I'd crash five times in a 
moto and wouldn't 
even think about it. 

In fact, throughout 
my entire career, my 
riding style never 
really improved, and 
until the very end, I 
never really thought that 
slowing down might make me a little 
faster. Actually, late in my career, Goat 
Breker, who had seen firsthand all of the 
crazy things I had done, said, 'Darrell, 
you have to be more careful, because 
you're going to end up paralyzing your- 
self.' It was from that point that I actual- 
ly tried to slow down a little bit and lis- 
ten to people. I was tired of getting hurt 
all of the time. 

“My dad didn't quite know what to 
do with me back then. I remember him 
saying, "You're going to die riding like 
that.' I had the classic idiot attitude and 
refused to show anybody any respect. I 
despised everybody I raced against, and 
it cost me a lot of time and a lot of cham- 
pionships." 

Although Shultz had certainly devel- 
oped a reputation as a lunatic racer, his 
raw speed and impressive local results 
in the Northern California race scene 
caught the eye of a few regional distribu- 
tor representatives, and he began to pro- 
cure much-needed support for his ambi- 
tious - and long-term - racing program. 
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“I started racing for a local Bultaco 


shop," explains Shultz, "and then a rep- ms] 
resentative for Maico came up to me at pil e = 
Plymouth and said to my dad, 'He's fast, uus Ж 


but he sure crashes a lot.' Eventually, he „e s 


decided to help me out and I hit the е 
Nationals right after my first reconstruc- oe + 
tive knee surgery. I was 19 years old ..-* 
when I hit the road, and I had the best irai 


bike in the world for my riding style - 
the big Maico. The Japanese bikes back 
then were lighter and less powerful, and 
my style was to swap all over the place, 
so the Maico and I worked well togeth- 
er." 

During these formative years, Shultz 
found himself at odds with an adversary 
named Danny “Magoo” Chandler. Every 
bit as wild, erratic and brave as Shultz, 
Chandler appeared to have the ability to 
shake off any kind of fear - or concern 
for his health - and the two went at it 
week in and week out on the regional 
circuits of Northern California. 

"At first, Danny Chandler was a 
class above me," says Shultz. “In that 
part of Northern California, Danny 
Turner and Pat Richter were real fast, 
while Magoo was both wild and fast. 

I would watch him and think, ‘Wow! 
That’s how I want to do it!’ At first, we 
really hated each other. Magoo and I 
would go out and race and bounce off 
of each other everywhere. He would 
usually come out on the short end of 

it and end up hitting the ground. He 
hated me more than I hated him. P 
By the time we got to Team A RN 
Honda later in our careers, we ё = # 
had become good friends." 

Despite his win-or-crash 
style, Shultz was fast develop- 
ing into a highly competitive 
racer. In 1978 he pulled off a 
win that, for all intents and 
purposes, put him on the 
radar screens of the cash- 
flashing factory talent 
scouts. Shultz had now 
arrived and was knocking 
on the door of the big time. 

"In 1978 I won the last 
Trans-AMA ever on à 
European bike at Ply- 
mouth, California, which 
was my home track," 
says Shultz. "It was all 
like a dream come true. 
All my friends were 
there that day, 
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MIGUEL DUHAMEL It was a hard-fought battle, but at the last race of the 
à year in Las Vegas, Miguel Duhamel rode his Honda 

CAPTURES HONDAS CBR^600F3 to victory in the 1997 600cc Supersport 
SIXTH АМА 600 series. It gave him his third consecutive championship 

SUPERSPORT and the sixth for Honda. And Duhamel wasn't the only

CHAMPIONSHIP had already locked up the 1997 Formula Xtreme title a 
ON HIS CBROOOFB race before. But he decided to go for a victory lap by 


riding his CBR900RR to a scorching win in the final 
event of the season. The wind in the desert may be 
fast and hot, but it's nothing compared to Miguel 
Duhamel, Andrew Stroud and Honda. 
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hanging over the fence cheering, and I 
eventually had to dodge the beer cans 
they were throwing out onto the track in 
my support whenever I rode by. It all 
gave me goose bumps. The Maico was 
the best motorcycle there that day. The 
Maico was just legendary on slick, hard 
tracks, and the bike was just unbeliev- 
able that day." 

Soon thereafter, the factory team 
managers - with contracts and pens in 
hand - began lurking around in the 
shadows surrounding his box van. Team 
Suzuki conjured up the best offer, and 
Darrell Shultz was now one of the elite - 
one of the factory contingent. 

"Mark Blackwell hired me to ride for 
Team Suzuki, and I figured, 'Anything 
that I do now is just icing on the cake,” 
admits Shultz. "I knew that I had made 
it. My first year on Maico, I respected 
all of the riders. But when I went to 
Suzuki, I started to hate everybody. My 
dad was my mechanic at Maico and at 
Suzuki, and it all worked out great. He 
loved me and pushed me hard to race - 
not like Chris Haines later at Team 
Honda. That guy was a slave driver." 
Shultz laughs. 

Although he was now a member of 
the corporate elite, it would take Shultz 
two years to calm down - as much as 
Shultz could calm down - and find his 
winning form. In 1979, the new recruit 
finished out the season seventh in the 
AMA 500cc point standings, while in 
1980, he placed a distant fifth in points 
to class champion (and teammate) 
Kent Howerton. However, in the early 
spring of 1981, Shultz caught fire and 
began his winning ways. 

"Suzuki was great. I remember the 
year we started winning - our bikes were 
rocket ships. My first two years on the 
team were a lot of leading and crashing 
out. I remember being in the hospital a 
lot. In fact, I rode most of the second 
year with a broken wrist. In 1981, 
though, I won both nights at the Seattle 
Supercross and the Dayton Supercross. I 
also led a moto at the Carlsbad 500cc 
U.S. GP, but I got heat exhaustion and 
crashed into the crowd. 1 felt it coming 
on while I was leading the race, but I 
knew I was going to win or pass out try- 
ing. I ended up (going) through the 
fence and into a lawn 
chair. (The crash was 
caught on tape dur- 
ing ABC's "Wide 
World of Sports" 
coverage.) I was a 
big trainer then - I 
never drank a beer, or 
anything. But with all of the injuries, 
there's only so much you can do when 
you're always hurt." 

During the off-season, Team Honda 
support-team overlord Greg Arnette 
approached Shultz about joining 
Honda's powerful factory squadron. 
Impressed with Shultz' seventh-place 
position in the ultra-competitive AMA 
250cc Supecross final point standings, 
Honda was looking for a rider to com- 
pete aboard their dazzling and exotic 
works RC250 in the stadiums, and on 
the awesome, arm-wrenching 500 in the 
outdoor series. Shultz jumped at the 
opportunity. 

“Greg Arnette first talked to me 
about joining Team Honda," explains 
Shultz. "I expressed interest in the team 
and he got Dave Arnold to come talk to 
me. I was so excited! The trick Pro-Link 
Hondas were by far the best bikes from 
1981 to 1983 and I really wanted to race 
on one. I signed on to the team which 
included Magoo Chandler, Chuck Sun, 
David Bailey, Donnie Hansen, Johnny 
O'Mara, and myself. I didn't really like

my teammates all that much. There 
were certainly a lot of egos on that 
team." 

Shultz, using newfound confidence 
and patience, proved himself a worthy 
addition to the big red "dream team," 
winning the prestigious Daytona Super- 
cross on March 6, 1982. However, while 
the deadly serious Team Honda opera- 
tion was all business, Shultz and his 
teammates still found a way to have a 
few yuks while on the clock. 
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“I remember one 
time, we had a team meeting that 
also included all the B-team guys, who 
we had been fighting with,” describes 
Shultz. “We were all in this hotel room 
the night before the Daytona Supercross, 
and Roger DeCoster was walking around 
and talking to all of us very seriously. 
After a few minutes, he says, “No matter 
what happens, no matter who is in your 
way or blocking you, we’re going to win 
Daytona tomorrow!’ And with that, he 
goes to take a seat on the couch and sits 
on a whoopee cushion 
that Johnny O’Mara 

had put beneath him. 
Man, was he mad at 
that. The next day at 
Daytona went perfect. 
I holeshot every heat 
race and the main. I really 
liked sand tracks - the rougher the better 
- and Daytona was in great form that 
day. They threw a big victory party for 
me that night. Roger and Dave Arnold 
are talking to all of us, and Johnny 
O’Mara gets bored, like he always did, 
and chucks a biscuit at me. I ducked it, 
and it missed, so I hurled one back and I 
hit the president of Honda’s worldwide 
racing effort in the neck. Everything went 
quiet, and O’Mara yells and points at me: 
‘It was Shultz! Shultz threw it!’ I serious- 
ly thought they were going to fire me. At 
first, nothing happened and the party 
moved on. Later that evening, the racing 
guy comes over to my area carrying a big 
cake. I thought, ‘How nice, he’s going to 
give me a cake.’ A few seconds later, he 
grabs me by the neck and buries my face 
into it. We all got a big laugh out of that - 
especially O’Mara.” 

Then it all became serious. On May 
16, 1982, the AMA 500cc National Cham- 
pionship Series kicked off in the deep 
sandbox of Southwick, Massachusetts, 
and with it came Darrell Shultz’s year of 
living dangerously. 
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"Kent Howerton won 
the first National at Southwick," says 
Shultz after a few moments of thought. 
"In the first moto, I went 100 yards 
down the start straight and just got tor- 
pedoed down by someone. I got up and 
my face was full of sand. 1 was going to 
go back into the pits, but I saw DeCoster 
standing there, and the look on his face 
said, "Don't even think about it.' So I got 
it together and took off and ended up in 
sixth, but I was just dead. Moto two 
went a lot better, and I think I ended up 
third overall that day. 

"We then went on to Mount Morris 
and I had the best race of my life. I won 
my first-ever National with a 2-1 overall. 
I was just fast and consistent that after- 
noon. The next National was at Road 
Atlanta and the same thing happened. 1 
was racing with Magoo, Kent Howerton, 
Mike Bell and Alan King in the first 
moto, and just started to pull away for 
the win. In the second moto, I ended up 
with a 15-second lead on Kent Hower- 
ton, and I guess he swapped bad in the 
woods and broke his leg. What was 
weird about the incident is that a few 
months later, I read in a magazine that 
Kent said that I had caused it. I couldn't 
believe it! But Kent and I never got along 
at all. We started off on a bad note at 
Team Suzuki when I went around and 
told a few people that I was making 
more money than him. That kind of 
started it. Howerton, Barnett and I never 
got along, but it never bothered me - I'd 
just as soon ram them, too. They were 
such bland guys and serious racers. 
They never had any fun. 

"The next race was at Castle Rock, 
Colorado, and it was, easily, the fastest 
track I had ever rode. I remember that 
there was this mountain there, and a big

fire road cut through it. Goat Brek- 
er and I were walking the track and 
we could see that it would be a very 
fast downhill section of the circuit. 
Goat said to me, 'You know, 
Magoo's going to jump this.’ We both 
shook our heads because we knew it 
was true. Sure enough, in practice, he 
jumped it immediately, so we had to 


| go out and jump it, too. During the 


race, I missed it one time and the 
impact knocked my hands right off the 
bars and I just managed to ride it out. I 
won there as well, and it was now my 
third National win in a row. Then, 
while doing a local race at Carlsbad, 
California, I tore a big chunk out of my 
knee while battling with Magoo. I 
planted my leg to try and save it and 


*Howerton, Barnett and I \ 
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heard a loud pop. My knee was now à 
mess again. I had two orthoscopic surg- 
eries done on the knee to keep me on 
the bike and get me to the next National 
at Binghamton, New York. I got 
through both Binghamton and 
Buchanan, Michigan, in good shape; 
then we had over a month off before the 
next National at Washougal, Washing- 
ton.” 

While the AMA 500cc series was off 
nearly the entire month of July, all was 
not well with Darrell Shultz. Battered 
and bruised, he scurried back to his 
home in Santa Cruz, California, to let his 
thrashed body recuperate. 

“The knee was definitely giving signs 
of a bad future, and I could do no train- 
ing or riding at all,” laments Shultz. “I 
went back to Santa Cruz, California, 
where I was living at the time, and I 
would just go to the beach, lay around 
and go to the doctor to get my knee 
drained. Then, the week before Washou- 
gal, my mechanic, Chris Haines, drove 
up to my house in Santa Cruz. My knee 
was just killing me and Chris says to me, 
‘Oh, come on, just go ride it out!’ So we 
go find a place to ride, and I’m just rid- 
ing around - sitting on the bike the entire 
time because I couldn't stand up at all. I 
hit a jump and landed and something 
felt bad - like I had a bad muscle - pull in 
my back. I just handed the bike over to 
Chris and we left. On the way home, we 
stopped to eat, and when I went to pay 
the bill, I stretched over the table and my 
lung collapsed! I couldn't breathe and I 
was just freaking out! Haines looks at me 
and says, ‘Well, you better drive to the 
hospital.’ 

“At the hospital, the doctor told me 
that I had a punctured lung. I didn't 
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know what to do, so I 
called my dad. He and Haines came 
down to the hospital and talked with 
the doctor. The doctor told us we could 
probably race, but said that if I tore the 
lung in the same place, they would have 
to cut me open immediately. I said for- 
get it, but my dad, who was always the 
voice of reason, pulled me aside and 
said, "Think about this. You've wrecked 
your whole body for this title, do you 
think you should stop now?' I thought 
about it and said, 'Okay, if you think I 
can do it.' That gave me the faith to go 
out and do it. 

"| checked out of the hospital and we 
brought a specialist to Washougal with 
us and he taped me up super-super- 
tight - I could barely breath - and says to 
me, "Whatever you do, don't crash and 
get wounded.' I got a great start in the 
first moto and came around on the first 
lap right up front and was battling for 
the lead. I had forgotten all about my 
injury. Everybody I knew on the side of 
the track went wild, 
screaming at me to 
back off and take it 
easy - so I did. I fin- 
ished in seventh 
overall and held on 
to the points lead 
going in to Carlsbad." 

Was he happy that, 
despite the magnitude of his injury, it 
had all worked out at Washougal? 

“Hell, yeah, I was happy!” 

Carlsbad, the last National of the 
year, was now just a formality. So the 
very next Sunday, Shultz sat through his 
now-familiar taping ritual, suited up, 
and did just what he had to in order to 
clinch the 1982 AMA 500cc National 
Championship. 

"So, the next weekend, we went 
down to Carlsbad and all I had to do 
was get a 7-7 to win the title," describes 
Shultz. "I pulled the results I needed 
that day and clinched the champi- 
onship. Despite all of the problems, we 
were all so happy." 

Without Shultz really knowing it at 
the time, Carlsbad would prove to be 
the last National of his colorful career. 
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Years of con- 
stant abuse had wreaked 
havoc on his knees, and 
Shultz immediately set 
about the task of finding a 
doctor who could work a 
miracle and keep him in the 
game. 

"The damaged knee was 
just killing me. The joint was so loose. I 
was chosen to go to the Trophee des 
Nations; I wanted to go and win, but I 
knew I couldn't go over there and pull it 
off - I would have been riding for sev- 
enth place. I was so bummed out. I 
stayed home and started talking to a 
number of doctors. One doctor talked 
about using a cow ligament, but it 
didn't work because it rotted inside my 
body and they had to take it out. By this 
time, the 1983 supercross season had 
started and I was on all kinds of pain 
pills. The doctors then cut what was left 
of the ligament out of me and I knew 
my knee was ruined. By then it was 
midseason and that was it, I was done. I 
tried to ride in June, but after having 
been in and out of hospitals for a year, 

the pain was too great 
and I had to retire 
from the sport." 

And then, as they 
say, depression set 
in. Shultz, now an 
athlete without a 
sport, fell into a deep 

blue funk and began to 
rub his emotional wounds, as many do, 
with alcohol. 

“It was like the end of my life,” says 
Shultz, in a hushed tone of voice. ^I felt 
total devastation and thought my life 
was over. I started drinking a lot and 
figured my life was over now because 
there was no racing. All of the drinking 
caused big problems for me. After five 
years of that, and crashing a bunch of 
cars and ruining a lot of things, I finally 
gave it up and got into the construction 
business with my dad. I guess I wanted 
to live beyond 30 years old. Even then, 1 
was still having a hard time coping with 
being away from racing. I was only 25 
or 26 years old, and in my mind, still felt 
I could beat a lot of the guys that were 
racing at the time. I kept thinking to 
myself, ‘Maybe I should go Баск.” 


Darrell Shultz never did go back to 
racing - in fact, he seemingly vanished 
from the sport - but the demons that tor- 
mented him, and the nagging internal 
voice that tried to pull him back into the 
sport, are all now. a thing of the past. 
Today, he leads a happy and contented 
life in Northern California, and still 
enjoys motorcycling immensely. 

“I live in McKinleyville, California, 
and I’m married to an Idaho girl named 
Kellie - she was the one I was looking 
for. To keep busy, I'm a general contrac- 
tor, building houses, and I trail-ride a lot 
and spend long days in the saddle on 
my dual sport bike. Sometimes, I ride 10 
to 12 hours a day aboard either my 
XR500 or CR500-converted dual sport 
bike. I'm leaving soon to go to the high 
country in Idaho and scout out some 
great dual sport riding terrain. I’m trying 
to find the best riding spot in America 
for my dual sport riding tour company. I 
want to devote my life to motorcycles. I 
would love to have all the guys I raced 
with come out to my dual sport rides 
and recollect on the good old days." 

Now for the comic relief: This story 
would not be complete without a few 
Darrell Shultz rent-a-car tales. While it 
took a little encouragement, Shultz 
opened up with a few incidents that 
made him public enemy number one 
with virtually every rental-car outfit in 
the United States. 

“Most of the funny stuff I did is not 
suitable for family reading," admits 
Shultz. "A lot of it revolved around 
rental cars. We'd arrive at the races back 
east and get bored, and the cars became 
toys. I once saw Magoo turn a rental car 
into a banana boat. He jumped it off a 
loading dock and slammed it so hard, it 
bent into a shape of a banana. He 
couldn't even open the door to get out. I 
just stood there and watched him laugh 
hysterically. He thought it was the fun- 


. niest thing in the world. 





“One time, I borrowed Steve Wise's 
rental car and started playing games on 
the highway around a big 18-wheeler, 
and the truck got sideways and ran over 
the side of the car - just destroyed the 
right side of it. I went and told Steve, 
and he started screaming at me, ‘Darrell, 
I didn't buy the insurance" But some- 
how, someway, he got away with it and 
the rental-car company let him go. I was 
real happy about that because I didn't 
have the $6000 to $8000 to pay for it." 

Hearing these stories - and a number 
of others left off the record - one is led to 
ask the question, "How did you guys 
get away it?" 

“Usually, we'd park the cars at the 
far end of the rental lot,” laughs Shultz, 
“or just get out and start running for the 
plane." 

Although a number of myths and 
rumors about the actions of some racers 
shroud the early years of the sport in 
the United States, Shultz and his peers 
at the time were frighteningly commit- 
ted to their sport. Sure, there was a 
wide path littered with smashed cars, 
broken hotel rooms and trashed ban- 
quet halls, but the racers who competed 
in the early to mid-1980s were some of 
the most physically fit athletes on the 
planet. Messing with any type of mind- 
altering substance was out of the ques- 
tion. 





“I started drinking a lot 
and figured my life was 


over now because there 
- was no racing." 





"We were the straightest guys 
around," exclaims Shultz immediately. 
“I once saw Donnie Hansen drinking a 
beer after a race, and I thought, "You're 
crazy. We lived and breathed 
motocross and, like I said before, the 
only time we got into trouble or did 
anything wrong was when we got 
bored." 

Speaking purely as an enthusiast, 
once, when I was 15 years old, I sent a 
letter to Darrell Shultz. In the letter, I 
stated that I was a big fan of his 
because, to me, he epitomized every- 
thing great about motocross. He was 
fast, flashy and took big chances. A few 


months went by, and I forgot all about | 


the letter. Eventually, a package 
addressed to me arrived from Califor- 
nia, and within it was a cool handwrit- 
ten letter and a jersey from Darrell 
Shultz. To say I was stoked is a major 
understatement. Today, some 15 years 
later, I still believe that Darell Shultz, 
with his well-documented stint in pro- 
fessional racing, is a major part of the 
folklore of American motocross. His 
career was an incandescent flash of bril- 


liance that burned out much too quick- Ў 


ly. However, his burning courage and 
desire to win, whether he knows it or 
not, have left an indelible mark on the 
soul of this great sport. 

Upon being asked if there was any- 


thing he would like to add to this story, | 


Shultz thought for a minute, and 


replied: “I never got to say thanks to the : 


private-sector sponsors who helped me 


out early in my career and got me on the © 
road - the guys that all read Cycle News. 


I want to say I appreciate what they did 
for me in getting me started in profes- 
sional racing. I read Cycle News every 
week, word for word, and I’m so into

DEL MAR, CA, OCT. 11 | 
fter a day of legends and leg- 
endary motorcycles on display at 
the 26th annual Del Mar Con- 
cours d'Elegance International, it 

was time for the vintage racers to do their 

thing during the second annual Skip Van- 

Leeuwen Short Track at the Del Mar Fair- 

grounds horse arena on the Saturday 

night before the Del Mar Grand National 

Mile. 

Speedway racer Eddie Castro put in 
one of the most noteworthy vintage per- 
formances in the short track's brief histo- 
ry, as he piloted an early-'50s Ariel to 
wins in two classes over the course of the 
evening. 

Castro's first victory came in the Clas- 
sic Vintage 500cc main for brakeless twins 
and singles. Although he had not been 
the most conspicuous rider in his heat 
races, that changed when the 10-lap fea- 
ture rolled around. Castro grabbed the 
holeshot and flat left the throttle cranked 
wide open as he pulled away from the 
pack. The Californian from Ojai threw the 
ancient hardtail sideways, keeping the 
power on just like a speedway bike, and it 
wasn't long before he had complete con- 
trol of the race, as runner-up Butch 
Cochran failed to keep pace on his Tri- 
umph. Castro put it on cruise around 
seven laps into the race and crossed the 
finish line comfortably ahead of Cochran 
and third-place finisher Dave Miller, who 
was also Triumph-mounted. 

Castro returned to dominate the 
Dinosaur class aboard the same machine 
in the very next main event, although he 
faced healthy competition - for showman- 
ship, anyway - from Indian Scout rider 
Ronnie Brown, who matched Castro’s 
wide-open sliding technique turn for turn 
en route to a second-place finish. 

Perhaps not surprisingly, the 
evening’s 250cc classes showcased some 
of the most intense competition of the 
night, with both the Modern Vintage and 
Classic Vintage 250cc finales coming 
down to the wire. SDFTA regular Don 
Frauenberger tried to distance himself 
from the pack after the green light sig- 
naled the start of the 250cc Modern Vin- 


tage main, but by the time the race was 


four laps old, friendly club rival Brad 
Holt began to ease his Bultaco closer and 
closer to the rear wheel of Frauenberger's 


Yamaha. Once Frauenberger knew Holt 
was there, he attempted to up the pace, 
but Holt refused to give up. The pair ran 
nose to tail right until the last corner, with 
Holt leaving it on just a bit longer in the 
hope of getting around Frauenberger on 
the outside. He came up short by inches 
in the dash to the checkered flag. Frauen- 
berger took the win, followed by Holt 
and Maurice Ortega. | 

The 250cc Classic Vintage main turned 
out to be an extremely close contest, a 
stark contrast to the diversity of the 
machinery which made the race most 
interesting. Jim McMurren lined up on 
the pole on his Harley-Davidson Sprint, 
but he took a back seat both to Matt 
Hilgenberg on a Suzuki X6 twin and Rich 
Trait on an Ossa DMR. Cary Buck fol- 
lowed the lead trio closely on another 
Sprint, but the winner appeared certain to 
come from the front three. McMurren got 
underneath Trait in turn three on lap six 
and then went to work on Hilgenberg, 
attempting several outside passes - but 
the Speed & Sport owner and vintage dirt 
track "rookie" put in 10 smooth laps to 
pick up the win. McMurren was second, 
and Trait held off Buck for third. 

Fresh off his win at the Cal-Expo Vin- 
tage National Mile in Sacramento, Calfor- 


nia, two weeks ago, Jeff Johnson - the Jeff 


Johnson from Rialto, California - showed 
up to contest the Skip VanLeeuwen short 
track on the same stock-framed Triumph 
that he'd used to win the mile. And he 
met with more success, as he grabbed the 
holeshot ahead of Yamaha-mounted Art 
Fredenburgh and a pair of Triumphs 
piloted by Butch Cochran and Ken 
Thiebaud. While Johnson showed them a 
clean pair of heels, his pursuers began to 
shuffle the order a bit in an attempt to 
catch up. Fredenbergh's machine was 
bucking around under him like a bronco, 
and this allowed Thiebaud and Cochran 
to displace him to fourth. Cochran then 
got under Thiebaud on lap seven for sec- 
ond place. Thiebaud tried to respond off 
turn four as they took the white flag, but 
Cochran shut the door to remain in sec- 
ond as Johnson scored the win. 

In other racing action, AMA Grand 
National Championship Series regular 
Joe Kopp grabbed the holeshot and was 
never threatened as he went on to take 
the win in the 20-lap 600cc Semi-Pro main 
event. Ed Stovin kept John Proto and 
Modern Vintage 600cc main-event win- 
ner Dana Perri at bay in the Open Sports-

ou can pretty much always 

count on Suzuki building a 

first-rate 125cc MXer. Looking 
back in the record books, Suzuki has 
more 125cc Supercross titles than any 
other manufacturer, with 10 number- eS ifm 
one plates to its credit, and all of those T in 
championships have come spread out 
fairly evenly throughout the series' 12- 
year span in both the East and West 
series. On the National circuit, Suzuki 
has five titles to brag about, which isn't 
as good as Honda's 11, but, hey, five 
ain't bad.

system for a "more progressive damp- 
ing and shock absorption," claims Suzu- 
ki. 

We will soon find out. 

Of all the major manufacturers, 
Suzuki is the last to unveil its 125cc 
MXer for 1998, and we can say with con- 
fidence that it’s been worth the wait. 
Suzuki is quick to point out that the 
RM's delay did not have anything to do 
with any design problems or flaws with 
the bike but was simply due to getting a 
late start on its testing program. After 
having now ridden all five of the popu- 
lar ‘98 125s, we can tell you right now 
that the Suzuki is definitely a front-run- 
ner. In a nutshell, it has the power, sus- 
pension and handling to get the job 
done, period. 

One thing is for certain: The RM is in 
no way lacking in the power depart- 
ment. It makes good power off the bot- 
tom, pulls very hard in the middle 
(that’s where the hit is), and revs out 
okay on top. Our only complaint is that 
you have to be somewhat extra-careful 
mot to let the motor fall off the pipe, 
which it'll do without a moment's notice 
af you're not careful. But if the "Rs" do 
drop, it's not the end of the world, 
because one quick fan of the clutch lever 
quickly gets the motor's attention again 
апа you're back on your way, with the 
engine screaming. 

Speaking of the clutch, the RM's 
Clutch works extremely well. It has one 
of the lightest pulls we've ever felt on a 
125 and it still offers outstanding feel. 
One finger can get the job done - even 
on the starts, where you can easily man- 
age the engine and/or thé rise of the 
front end. Off the gate, you can hold the 
throttle wide open and let your one 
clutch finger do all the work. Holeshots 
should come easily on the RM. 

Throttle response is good, too. We 
always had confidence in the RM when 
it came to launching off jumps. We 
never had to worry about untimely hesi- 
tations or bogging when cracking open 
the throttle. 

Overall, the powerband is quite 
smooth; the bike tracks well coming out 
of the turns, even on dry, slick and hard 
ground. | 

Getting all of the RM's power to the 
ground is aided by the RM's excellent 
transmission. Even with the engine 
screaming and the throttle pinned, the 
tranny slips into the next gear as slick as 
can be. Double stabs on the shift lever 
are few and far between, so you never 
have to worry about getting a poor 
drive out of the corners. This bike hooks 
up well. We did have a hard time find- 
ing neutral while at a standstill, but that 
small annoyance is gradually lessening 








the more we ride the bike. 

The RM is still as comfortable as 
ever. However, a couple of our taller 
riders complained of a “squatty” feel, 
saying there needs to be more distance 
between the footpegs and seat for their 
long legs. We swapped seats with the 
'98 RM250’s seat, which is slightly taller 
than the 125's seat, and that seemed to 
help. Still, most riders agreed that they 
liked the RM's ergonomics. 

The RM's suspension is first-rate. 
Everyone who rode the bike raved 
about the RM's fork and were quite 
pleased with the back end, as well. Up 
front, the 49mm conventional twin- 
chamber fork soaked up the smaller 
bumps, as well as the hard hits, 
extremely well. Sure, there were times 
when you felt the need to grip the bars a 
little harder, like while plowing through 
some nasty braking bumps - but for the 
most part, you never had to worry 
about the front end doing something 
weird or unexpected. 

The fork also does an outstanding job 
handling slap-downs and front-end-first 
landings off the big jumps. We never 
bottomed the fork or, if we did, we 
didn't notice it. 

Ditto with the back end. The RM's 
rear suspension performs equally as 
well as the front, soaking up the small 
chop and big hits with assurance. 

Perhaps the RM's best attribute is 
cornering. No matter if you're locked 
into a rutted groove, plowing through a

soft berm, or dirt tracking it though a 
flat, sweeping turn, the RM is perfectly 
content. Overall, it turns quickly but 
isn't squirrelly by any means. 

Slowing down for the turns is not a 
problem, either. Grab the front brake 
with one or two fingers and the RM 
slows down in a hurry - and if that's not 
fast enough, just squeeze a little harder. 
Very predictable and controllable. And 
the back bráke? As good as anything 
else. 

As you can probably tell by now, we 
are quite happy with the new RM125. In 
fact, we almost feel guilty about saying 
so many good things about the bike, so 
we made it a point to ask all of our 
testers what they absolutely did not like 
about the RM; there was a long pause 
and everyone shook their heads. Some- 
one eventually did grumble that you 
always had to remind yourself not to let 
the motor fall off the pipe, and then 
another rider came out and said he 
didn't like the bend of the clutch lever. 
And then one rider thought long and 
hard and said he thought the bike felt a 
little "buzzy," meaning he noticed some 
engine vibration. Others thought about it 
for a while and agreed with him. But, as 
far as negativities go, that was about it. 

So, will Suzuki win another 125cc 
championship next year? Who knows - 
but the chances are good. If Suzuki 
doesn't pull it off, it probably won't be 
the bike's fault. €N

» he world motorcycle press jetted 
“into Phoenix for the launch of 
Dunlop's much-anticipated D207 
sportbike rubber, riding a huge 
variety of machines over three days at 
Phoenix International's oval and infield 
road course. The importance of this new 
Dunlop tire line to the manufacturing 
giant's motorcycle lineup and marketing 
image was obvious: Almost 100 staffers 
and members of the media were 
involved in the week-long undertaking. 

Stock street motorcycles on hand for 
tire testing included Honda's CBR600F3, 
VFR750 and CBR1100XX Blackbird; 
Suzuki's GSXR600 and GSXR750 (non- 
fuel-injected); Kawasaki's ZX-6R; ZX-7R 
and ZX-9R; Yamaha's YZF600, YZF750 
and YZF1000; and two Buells. Ducati 
was a disappointing last-minute no- 
show. 

Assisting the large contingent of 
Dunlop technical representatives were 
top AMA road race squads Kinko's 
Kawasaki, HyperCycle Suzuki, Team 
Oliver Yamaha and Erion Racing 
Honda. The race-team members set up 
the stock bikes' chassis for the race track 
and did much of the tire swapping. In 
addition, the second-tier works teams 
offered their supersport equipment for 
testing of the dominant R model D207 
DOT dry-weather race rubber. Honda 
provided the biggest selection of street 
bikes, while the Erion crew had a total 
of five racers on hand. 

Dunlop USA's national sales manag- 
er for Motorcycle Tires, Michael Buck- 
ley, made the company's intentions 
clear at Phoenix. "Globally, it's tremen- 
dously important," explained Buckley of 
the street D207 radial's introduction. “In 
Europe, the high-performance market 
segment creates such a pull-through for 
all the other products. In the United 
States, it's not as critical, because of our 
strong market share." 

The racing version of the new tire, 
Dunlop's D207GP, made its official com- 
petition debut at Daytona last spring, 
and has dominated DOT-type racing in 
most countries around the world. In the 
United States, Jason Pridmore rode a 
Suzuki GSXR750 to the AMA 750cc 
Supersport crown using the D207GP, 
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Miguel DuHamel earned the АМА 
600cc Supersport title for Honda on 
207s, and the NASB EBC Sport Bike 
crown went to Eric Wood's Dunlop 
D207GP-equipped Kawasaki ZX-6R. 

For the first time in almost a decade, 
Dunlop's consumer-oriented "street 
sport" tires are now based on the race 
rubber, with development of the two 
products taking place simultaneously. 
According to the new tire’s press mater- 
ial, the D207 "offers remarkable new 
technology and performance character- 
istics that set it distinctly apart from 
both its predecessors and the competi- 
tion." 

Several design elements derived 
from Dunlop's ongoing slick and DOT 
racing development programs are inte- 
gral to the D207 Sportmax's construc-

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tion. Dunlop calls the D207’s cosecant- 
wave groove tread pattern unique, and 
racing insiders confirm the pattern is 
directly derived from slick wear pat- 
terns. This development is said to 
improve stability and dramatically 
reduce wear, allowing for softer com- 
pounds that improve both wet- and dry- 
road grip. 

The cosecant groove shape first 
appeared at the 1989 World Superbike 
round in New Zealand, where a soft- 
compound intermediate racing tire won 
in wet conditions. The new street D207 
Sportmax used the same basic wave 
groove pattern utilized on the D207GP 
racer. 

In an explanation that had most jour- 
nalists on hand giving up on their note- 
taking, Dunlop also explained its new 
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styrene butadiene rubber (SBR) poly- 
mer-based compounding. This contains 
fine-grain carbon-black, again increas- 
ing grip while reducing wear. This SBR 
is a new and expensive development 
formerly found in race tires, mostly 
slicks. On rear D207s, the SBR polymer- 
based compound is also reinforced with 
silica, increasing traction in the wet. 

CTCS is the four-letter acronym for 
Dunlop’s new Carcass Tension Control 
System, another D207 breakthrough. In 
race-tire development, the carcass ten- 
sion is revised constantly, and Dunlop 
explained that more tension on the side- 
wall and less tension across the tread 
face enhances stability, handling and 
grip. This feature comes into play partic- 
ularly at high-lean angles, maintaining 
heightened stiffness between the tire’s 
shoulder and bead. The lower-crown- 
area tension enhances ride comfort, 
making for a perfect trade-off in tire 
design. 

The net result of these developments 
is a tire that is better in every way than 
its D204 street predecessor. With an 
increased contact patch at all lean 
angles, the tire is certainly more stable. 
These improvements are the result of an 
aggressive development program by 
Dunlop’s on-track staff in France and 
particularly in Japan. Dunlop designers 
confirmed in Phoenix that the new D207 
Sportmax has been tested back to back 
with rival manufacturers’ rubber, in 
street and road conditions, as well as 
run against the racing D207GP. 

The 10-turn road course at Phoenix 
International is a good place to test 
tires, its tight and twisty infield in sharp 
contrast with the flat-out run through 
the final turn’s banked oval section, bet- 
ter known as NASCAR turns number 
three and four. The infield has hard 
braking and lots of point-and-shoot 
action, making precise steering input 
and feel vital. The final turn puts lots of 
heat into the left side of the tire, testing 
your confidence, as any 100-mph-plus, 
long-time-leaned-over, don’t-look-at- 
the-wall bend is likely to do. The high- 
speed-entry, double-apex; decreasing- 
radius first turn also keeps the rider 
busy doing many things at once, mak- 
ing traction and steering stability para- 
mount. 

After we had a couple of sessions 
learning the track, an outing on the 
YZF600R got us in the mood for some 
heavy braking. The Yamaha showed 
great stopping performance as well as 
good lever feel at the venue’s two hair- 
pins. Braking feedback from the D207’s 
was great: The tires howled but never 
let the wheel lock up. As with Honda’s 
CBR600F3, the Yamaha’s steering was 
light and crisp through the infield, offer- 
ing lots of confidence. 

Suzuki’s GSXR750 placed larger 
demands on the rubber, providing more 
speed entering the daunting final turn. 
The GSXR750 seemed tailormade for the 
new rubber. Even when a wide passing 
effort put me onto a less-used portion of 
the track, causing the front end to slide 
at triple-digit speeds, a bit more throttle 
and no panic kept the GSXR750 off the 
wall. Some faster riders figured that the 
rear D207s were a little too prone to slid- 
ing at high speed on the big Suzuki, but 





that was practically the only complaint 
anyone had with the new product. 

Honda's VFR750 may not seem like 
the ideal motorcycle for the race track, 
but a stiff chassis, good midrange and 
abundant torque can sure be fun. The V- 
four really hooked up through the 
infield, and could be drifted through a 
double-apex infield turn as the rider 
began to pick up the VFR exiting the 
hairpin. Even with the higher weight 
and meaty midrange, the VFR caused 
little wear to the D207s during a fun 30- 
minute session. 

The Yamaha YZF1000 has a reputa- 
tion as a large bike with good handling, 
and a session with the four-cylinder 
proved that the D207 is well-suited to 
big-bore sportsters. Serious steering 
input was required through the infield, 
but the YZF always went where it was 
pointed. The brutal acceleration of the 
1000 made the entry to the bow! a thrill, 
and knee-down through the NASCAR 
turn on the YZF was easier than one 
would imagine. 

If absolute power corrupts absolute- 
ly, then the underutilized Honda 
CBR1100XX Blackbird in the garage 
should provide great entertainment. 
And it did, as long as you didn't get car- 
ried away through the tighter turns, 
when the weight and less-exact steering 
could make life interesting. 

After a couple of laps to get the feel 
of the 1100, I started trying to hustle the 
Blackbird through the infield. In one 
sweeper where other machines tracked 
with ease over a barely noticeable 
bump, the Blackbird almost shook the 
bars out of my hand, launching into a 
tank-slapper. Just to be sure of the prob- 
lem, I tried the same turn the next lap 
with the same result, and decided to 
slow down. 

Backing off a few degrees, I concen- 
trated on smoothing out my riding style 
and working on getting the most out of 
the big Honda's linked brakes. On a 
couple of occasions entering the hairpin, 
I managed to lock the rear wheel, but 
the big Blackbird wasn't going to stop 
with the front lever alone. At no time 
did these antics give me the feeling that 
I was going to lose control. 

Going around the banking, you 
could really feel the weight and speed 
working on the CBR1100XX's Sportmax 
rubber. Immediately following a 20- 
minute session, the Blackbird’s rear tire 
showed classic big-bike wear, exactly 
what the cosecant-wave groove tread 
pattern was designed for. 

Amazingly, an inspection of all the 
rear tires in the fleet revealed that only 
the XX model monster Honda, not really 
a track bike, was showing that type of 
wear. The most impressive aspect of the 
D207, even given its great all-around 
performance, was the new Sportmax's 
superior endurance. Street riders who 
do track days, or who blitz their local 
canyons with regularity, will be pleased 
with the durability of this very-high- 
performance new rubber. 

“I saw a lot of confidence in the 
product, and that's what you want to 
see," confirmed Buckley after the first 
portion of the tests. "Now we're going 
to market with a tire that's the same 
family as the one we raced. It's a long 
time since we've done that, and this is 
what we've been waiting for." 

The brand-new Sportmax D207 line 
will be at distributors in January, 1998. 
Some of the more popular tire sizes will 
be built in Buffalo, New York. The new 
Dunlops will also come from France and 
Japan, with pricing the same regardless 
of the country of origin. CN

OREGONIA, OH, OCT. 12 

ro USA Team rookie James "Jam- 
mer" Large took the National 
Championship in the 800cc class 
by a six-point margin over Greg 
Williams, while Jason Petty took the 
Devil's Staircase to the cleaners, win- 
ning his second AMA National Champi- 
onship hillclimb when the series made 
its final stop at the Devil's Staircase. 

The 540cc-division points battle 
ended with Rick Soter and Paul Pinson- 
nault tying for the championship - but 
going by the total number of wins and 
second-place finishes, the championship 
went to Pinsonnault, who finished third 
overall for the day's event behind the 
day's winner, Terry Thompson, and sec- 
ond-place finisher Rick Soter. 

The last stop on the professional hill- 
climb circuit was held in the town of 
Oregonia, Ohio. Held on the farm 
owned by the Fritz Powell family, thé 
Oregonia hillclimb was hosted by the 
Dayton Motorcycle Club, which will be

celebrating its 50th year of sponsoring 
hillclimbs next season. Boasting one of 
the largest crowds and more prize 
money than any other event this year, 
the club presented the usual well- 
prepped hill. It again consisted of four 
jumps, the first one cresting at the 50- 
foot mark, the second at 170 feet, the 
third at 240 feet and the fourth at the 
370-foot mark, with the timing light set 
at 450 feet. 


540CC 


Drawing the first ride on the hill, 
Harry Schreiber started off the field of 
29 riders in the 540cc class. Staying left, 
Schreiber wheelied through the lights, 
recording a 9.600 for his first ride. He 
returned in round two, this time using a 
centerline approach. Getting pushed out 
of shape off the second jump, he 
regained the line as he dialed the BSA 
on. Fighting off a light front end, 
Schreiber set down in time for the fourth 
jump. He dialed it on to clock an 
improved time of 9.229 - not fast enough 
to elevate him from 15th position.

Defending champion Pinsonnault, 
coming center out of the starting box, 
used plenty of body language to get 
over the first jump. Staying center over 
the second and third jump, Pinsonnault 
floated the front wheel. Setting down, 
Pinsonnault launched for the lights, fly- 
ing off the fourth jump. Wheelying 
through the lights, he clocked an 
impressive 8.654, but the time was not 
fast enough to take the lead, as Scott 
McNeely sat atop the leaderboard for 
most of the round until Terry Thomp- 
son's first-round run. 

Round two for Pinsonnault proved 





faster, as he chose a centerline run up 
the staircase. Clicking off the jumps, 
Pinsonnault roosted all the way through 
the lights, improving on his earlier ride 
with an 8.532 - fast enough to beat 
Thompson. Thompson came back, how- 
ever, to beat Pinsonnault out of first 
place while Soter pushed his way to sec- 
ond by day's end. 

Thompson, from Laurelville, Ohio, 
came out of the left side of the pit, 
pulling an excellent holeshot. He then 
clicked off the jumps, getting air and 
distance from each one. Wheelying 
through the light with the throttle 
pinned, Thompson clocked an 8.579, fast 
enough to bump McNeely and Pinson- 
nault down one slot and keeping him in 
first place until the second round. But 
after Pinsonnault's second ride knocked 
Thompson off the top of the chart, 
Thompson was forced to ride again. 
Using a lot of body language, Thomp- 
son got his fuel-injected BSA hooked up, 
clicked off the stairs like he was on a 
pogo stick and ripped to the top of the 
hill with a fast time of 8.056 to take top 
honors. It was Thompson's third 
National win this season. 

But the championship was still on the 
line, and Soter was hungry for it. Using 
a far-right-side approach, Soter left the 
log hard, catching a rut and kicking out 
to the right, crossing up as they flew off 
the first jump. Quick to recover, Soter 
found the centerline groove as he ham- 
mered out the rest of the jumps and 
wheelied over the top, clocking a 9.630. 

Soter's return trip to the staircase 
proved faster. Using the center line, he 
drifted only slightly left as he motored 
the stairs. To win the championship, 
though, Soter needed to beat Pinson- 
nault by two positions. Clocking an 
8.372, he wound up right between 
Thompson's and Pinsonnault's times to 
take a second-place finish and tie with 
Pinsonnault for the championship. With 
both having two National wins, and Pin- 
sonnault having five second-place finish- 
es and Soter two, the number of second- 
place finishes was the deciding factor 
that gave Pinsonnault the championship. 


800CC 


Starting the 800cc class aboard his 
BSA, Paul Zander chose the centerline 
groove. Launching hard, Zander logged 
a lot of air time off the first jump. Land- 
ing with the throttle dialed on, he stayed 
in the center off each jump, each time 
gaining speed and distance. Zander 
cleared a good 60 feet off the fourth 








jump as he blasted the lights with a 
7.760 time. He held the fast time until 
round two, when Jason Petty blistered 
the hill, setting the time of the day. Zan- 
der's second assault on the staircase 
proved slower, with a 7.796. The first 
ride still secured Zander his third sec- 
ond-place finish this year. 

Greg Williams utilized a lot of body 
language to negotiate his first jump. 
Looking to settle into a groove, Williams 
opened the throttle as he approached 
the third and fourth jump. Getting 
pushed out to the far left, he kept the 
stretched four-cylinder wound up. 
Quickly regaining his line, Williams 
roared over the top as he wheelied away 
from the lights to record a time of 8.686. 

To win the National Championship, 
Williams needed to finish 10 positions 
ahead of James Large, or at least nine 
positions ahead to tie. Williams' second 
climb looked fast. He wrung the four- 
cylinder for all it was worth over the last 
jump. Blasting through the lights, 
Williams clocked a faster 7.811 - not fast 
enough to win, but good enough to take 
third place. Williams would finish the 
year in second place, six points behind 
Large. 

Blasting onto the Devil's Staircase, 
Petty got an airy exit off the first jump. 
Coming off the second jump, Petty 
couldn't hold on as the bike shot out 
from under him, and he took a distance 
of 190 feet for his first ride. Round two 
proved more fruitful as he pushed the 
Gerencer-built Harley-Davidson to its 
limit. Pulling a good holeshot, Petty 
skipped through the course, making the 
climb up the staircase look easy. He 
powered over the top to clock a 7.564, 
enough to set fast time of the day and 
earn his second National win. 

Large placed sixth for the day. The 
"Jammer" put together two solid climbs, 
clocking an 8.048 for his first ride and an 
8.380 for his second. He only needed to 
finish within seven positions of 
Williams, and with a sixth-position fin- 
ish for himself and a third for Williams, 
rookie Large claimed his first National 
Championship, with 126 points to

BRANSON, MO, OCT. 3-5 

ey eith Johnson made the trek = 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, a 
$ worthwhile venture, capturing 
E e overall victories in 125cc and 
250cc Pro competition at the Branson 
USA Motocross Championships. Under 
sunny skies with temperatures hovering 
in the mid-80s, the third annual event 
welcomed more than 700 entries from 30 
states. "If this race gets too much bigger, 
we'll have to add another day to accom- 
modate all of our racers," stated Ron 
Hendrickson, NMA president and pro- 
moter of Branson USA. "For a race of 
this size to run this smoothly is just 
great. Everyone involved - from track- 
prep to sign-in - did a wonderful job." 

The condition of the track is just one 
of the many successes of which this 
year's event could boast. The high 
humidity and the impeccably timed 
watering of the track kept dust levels 
and lap times down the entire weekend. 
The layout of the course, almost Euro- 
pean in its design, kept riders on their 
toes with challenging off-camber switch- 
backs and wide passing lanes through- 
out the circuit. The occasional downhill, 
double and uphill jumps tested the rid- 
ers' technical skills as well. 

In the first 250cc Pro moto, D&S 
Kawasaki-sponsored Chris Torrance 
ripped the holeshot up the long, left- 
handed sweeper with Suzuki-mounted 
Tom Hofmaster and the KX250 of Travis 
Hodges close behind. By lap two, both 
Hofmaster and Hodges had lost their 
positions to a rampaging Bruce Gates, 
who set his sights on the front-running 
Torrance. Also on the move was a slow- 
starting Travis Riley, who moved up to 
third place by lap four. Torrance main- 
tained the lead until lap six, when a 
relentless Gates took over the point. 
With a lap to go, Torrance was not let- 
ting Gates off the hook - nor could he 
shake Riley, who kept the pressure on 
for the second spot. Johnson, who gated 
well outside the top five, worked his 
way past Hodges for fourth and began 
reeling in the leaders. It proved to be too 
little too late, though, as the checkers fell 
for Gates, with Torrance, Riley, Johnson, 
and Hodges rounding out the top five. 

In moto two, the holeshot again went 
to Torrance; he was followed by Hof- 
master, Hodges and Johnson. During 
lap one, Hodges went down in a rut and 
handed second place to Johnson. This 
spelled trouble for Torrance and Hof- 
master, as Johnson passed both riders

with ease prior to the halfway point and 
then pulled an eight-second lead over 
the pair. Up and running after his spill, 
Hodges stormed back to second place 
and cut deep into Johnson's lead. As 
Johnson took the checkers, Hodges was 
only four seconds back. Then came 
Riley, who again had to work hard to 
break into the top three. Gates followed 
in fourth after crashing and ending his 
chances for the title. Johnson's 4-1 gave 
him the victory over Gates' 1-4, while 
Riley's 3-3 was good for third overall 
and Hodges' 5-2 gave him fourth. 
Rounding out the top five was Torrence 
with a 2-6 tally. 

In the 125cc Pro action, Hodges 
pulled a convincing holeshot in the first 
moto over Johnson, with Riley and Hof- 
master in tow. Hodges, who was having 
trouble dealing with the ruts on the 
bermless track, went down on lap one 
and fell back to eighth place, handing 
the lead over to a thankful Johnson. By 
lap two, Johnson had opened up a two- 
second lead over the now-second-placed 
Riley, followed by Hofmaster, Torrance 
and Nebraskan Trent Hansen. At the 
halfway point, Johnson maintained his 
lead over Riley, while Torrance sneaked 
past Hofmaster for third and Hodges 
displaced Hansen for fifth. Johnson's 
lead over Riley fluctuated between two 
and five seconds for the balance of the 
moto, but he was never seriously chal- 
lenged as he took the moto win. After 
Riley, Torrance, Hofmaster and Hodges 
completed an evenly spaced top five. 

Moto two saw another fantastic 
holeshot by Hodges, and this time there 
would be no mistakes ds he took the 
wire-to-wire win. Perhaps the best ride 
of the day belonged to Johnson, who 
started seventh and worked his way up 
to second. Johnson pressured Hodges 
heavily until the last lap, when he 
backed off, knowing the overall was 
his. 

"Travis and I ride a lot together back 
home in Albuquerque and he was going 
fast," Johnson said. "We bumped a cou- 
ple of times on the back section and I 
didn't want to risk going down." 

Johnson's 1-2 secured the victory, 
while Hodges' 5-1 earned him second 
overall. Third went to a very consistent 
Hofmaster, who posted 4-3 finishes, 
while Riley's 2-7 and Justin Quinn's 6-4 
rounded out the top five. 

Despite being shut out in his quest 
for wins in 125cc and 250cc Pro action, 
Hodges returned to claim the title in the 
Over 25 A class. Hodges' 2-1 bested Pat 
Donoho's 3-2. 


The only triple class winner was 
Kawasaki/Team Green's Adam Men- 
nenga. The young speedster from 
Moody, Texas, was crowned the cham- 
pion in the 85cc (14-16) Stock, 85cc (14- 
16) Modified, and Super Mini Modified 
classes. In fact, Mennenga swept all six 
motos during the weekend. It would be 
an understatement to say he was faster 
than his competition. When Mennenga 
wasn't pulling a holeshot, he was mak- 
ing short work of his adversaries and 
winning by wide margins. 

Floridian Davi Milsaps was impres- 
sive, winning both the 65cc Junior Cycle 
(9-11) Stock and 85cc (0-11) Modified 
class titles. The former multi-time 50cc 
Champion wowed the crowd by airing 
out his KX60 over large obstacles. 
Despite being one of the shortest com- 
petitors in the 85cc classes, Milsaps 
proved to be among the smoothest and 
most consistent, posting 2-1 moto scores 
for the modified win. 

American Suzuki's Kyle Partridge 
edged. Milsaps for the 85cc (0-11) Stock- 
class title, pulling holeshots in both 
motos en route to runaway victories. 
Likewise, Milsaps won both of his quali- 
fying motos, setting up a much-antici- 
pated showdown in the final. Partridge 
led the entire way but, unable to shake 
the determined Milsaps, won by only a 
few seconds. Partridge's fast starts were 
the key to victory, as both riders rode 
virtually mistake-free in the final. 

Nick Metcalf powered his Suzukis to 
a pair of titles in 125cc Open and 250cc 
Open action. The Ulysses, Kansas, resi- 
dent used quick starts and mastery of 
the ruts to secure his two champi- 
onships. Metcalf also placed second 
overall in the 125cc Intermediate Modi- 
fied class and fourth in the 250cc Inter- 
mediate Modified class, completing his 
fine weekend at Branson. 

Equal to the task was Kawasaki- 
mounted Bo Snyder, as he doubled up 
to take titles in the 250cc Intermediate 
Stock and Modified classes. Snyder, 
from Siloam Springs, Arkansas, topped 
Metcalf for the Modified win with 1-2 
scores. He holeshot the first moto for a 
wire-to-wire victory, then coasted to 
second in moto two to take the overall. 
Snyder was perfect in Stock competi- 
tion, going 1-1 for the title in that class. 

Former and current Loretta Lynn's 
champions squared off in the highly- 
competitive 50cc (7-8) Stock class, with 
Minnesota's John Heinlein taking the 
title over Tennessee's Brandon Large. 
Heinlein won the first moto, while 
Large struggled to finish fourth. Large 
got the best of Heinlein in moto two, 
though, but the overall went to Heinlein 
by way of his 1-2 finishes. Large went 4- 
1 for second, and Ohio's Devan Welch's 
2-4 was good enough for third-place 
honors. 

Large was not satisfied, however, 
and turned in a pair of spectacular rides 
in the Super Pee Wee class. Large swept 
both motos in convincing fashion to take 
the title, ahead of Iowa's Cody Gilmore 
and KTM-mounted Dustin Shows. 
Large, fresh off his championship at 
Loretta Lynn's, was competing in his 
first National since moving up from the 
4- to 6-year-old class and definitely 
showed his competitors the fast way 
around the Branson track. 

Not to be outdone, Kenny Henry won 
the 50cc (7-8) Modified class over Penn- 


sylvania's Sean Hackley and Large. 
Henry's 4-1 score earned him the win, fol- 
lowed by Hackley's 2-3 and Large's 1-4. 
Henry, out of Perry, Ohio, also won the 
65cc (6-8) Modified title by sweeping both 
motos. Henry topped Tennessee's Bran- 
den Miller and Texan Michael Pritchett, 
who went 2-2 and 3-4, respectively. 
Miller turned the tables on Henry to 
grab the win in the 65cc (6-8) Stock class. 
Miller's 1-1 sealed the deal over Henry's 
5-3 and Ryan Dungey's 3-5. CN

12 
eff Willoh worked the competition 
in the Pro ranks by posting wins in 
three out of four of the motos 
entered en route to both 125cc- and 
250cc Pro-class victories during round 
four of the CMC Trans-Cal Motocross 
Series, held at Los Angeles County 
Raceway. 

Team Kawasaki's Damon Huffman 
stopped by to sign autographs for the 
Trans-Cal locals and hang out for most 
of the day, and he had a chance to check 
out Willoh, who had a somewhat easy 
time in the 125cc Pro class. In fact, it 
pretty much turned into a cakewalk as 
Willoh pulled away for a set of uncon- 
tested moto wins. Pat Foster was second 
in the first moto after he put forth a 
respectable charge from a midpack start. 

The second moto was a repeat per- 
formance for Willoh, while Foster and 
Brian Roth duked it out for second. In 
the end, both Roth and Foster took each 
other out halfway into the race and 
handed second to Dustin Evans, who 
held on tight for the eventual runner-up 
spot. / 
Speaking of Evans, the young Pro 
found his way into the winner's circle in 
the first 250cc Pro moto after leading 
almost every lap of the moto. Willoh 
came from off the pace to record second, 
while Billy Joe Mercier and Tony Sulek 
fought long and hard for third, with 
Simi Valley Kawasaki's Mercier getting 
the nod at the finish. 

The second moto saw Willoh grab 
the advantage and go on for an uncon- 
tested moto victory in front of Foster, 
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Mercier and first-moto winner Dustin 
Evans, who seemed to be struggling in 
the windy conditions. 

While Willoh was being labeled 
"king" of the Pro class on this day, Billy 
Payne was making his own statement as 
the "prince" of the Intermediate ranks 
by posting a three-out-of-four moto 
sweep of the 125cc and 250cc Intermedi- 
ate classes. Even though Payne was 
clearly the dominant Intermediate racer, 
he did, from time to time, find the going 
a bit bumpy - as was the case in the first 
125cc Intermediate moto, when Chris 
Gosselaar stepped up to the plate to 
challenge Payne. Gosselaar, who has 
been steady in his quest for the Trans- 
Cal title, found himself right at home at 
this particular race track. 

“1 live close to here and I like this 
track,” Gosselaar said. “I felt faster than 
Billy in the beginning and I made some 
passes, but he passed me back. He was 
faster in the middle of the race when I 
made some mistakes, but I was faster at 
the end." 

Even though Gosselaar was quite 
impressive and did indeed execute 
more than one pass on Payne, in the 
end Payne came out the winner by com- 
ing back with the moves that counted 
most.

t would have been an absolutely per- 
fect day in the Berkshires, if it 
weren't for the line of thunderstorms 
that wailed down on us while we were 
sleeping the night before. Last weekend 
was the Rubber Cow Enduro, and it was 
dry as your tongue on the starting line 
of a motocross. Today, we had already 
gotten a little sample of the woods right 
off from the clubhouse, and it was defi- 
nitely going to be a trial by slime. 
Tommy Norton and Jason Cayer were 
the subjects of the enduro battle, going 
into the Mohawk; Tommy the brash 
new enduro beginner and Jason the 
reigning NETRA Champion. They both 
blew through the first section, uphill, 
downhill, power lines and mud, with 
the best scores. Norton said that every 
hill looked like the beginner slope at a 
local ski area, with dozens of bikes stuck 
or crashed. Riding back on minute 25, 
he had nearly everyone in front of him 
on those hills, but he still went through 
and dropped a five at the check-out. 
Five was good, but four was the score to 
beat, set by Cayer and enduro veteran 
Rick Claxton. Joining Norton with a five 
card was fellow AA-class competitor 
Bob White, originator of the Tech Tube, 
and Jim Burns, who rides the Four- 
Stroke A-class on a Husaberg 350. 

Following the first check-out were 
three checks that were zeroes for the top 
guys, although the second two were a 
little tight for us mortals. The next really 
tricky check was at the end of a 12-mph 
section, and the check was placed just a 
little short in mileage - all within the 
rules, though. A large number of riders 
burned this check, just putting down the 
trail, including Cayer and Claxton, 
adding two unnecessary points to their 
four-point scores and handing the front- 
runner position over to Norton and 
White, who were still both carrying 
fives. Jim Burns, who dropped a five 
also at the first check-out, had the bad 
luck to burn this check as well, but he'd 
also lost a point at the tight check pre- 
ceding the 12-mph section, putting him 
off the lead points. 

After the 12-mph section the club 
handed us all a good points-taking sec- 
tion to warm up in, including a wet hill- 
climb that many in attendance found 
impossible. This part of the Berkshires 
features outcroppings of a type of shale 
here and there, and when it's wet the 
stuff offers just as much traction as a 
skinned log. You can be roosting up the 
hill with relative ease, hit a patch of this 
stuff and simply stop, with the rear 
wheel spinning like mad. Assuming you 
can keep the bike upright, which most 
can't manage. Most of the hills turned 
into "stoppers" because of this, and all 
but three of the C riders never. made it 
to the check-out of this section, which 
was check seven. Quite a number of B 
riders as well were done in by the hills, 
and only six made it to the finish at 
check 11. 

Bob White got up the hill in fine form. 
After starting out on minute four he was 


all but breaking trail at this point, and 
didn't need. to contend with traffic. He 
hit the check-out at check seven with 
only a one-point loss. The only other 
rider to match his score here was Ban- 
tam A rider Hans Neff, who had been 
caught napping at the second check and 
at the 12-mph check, and wasn't a threat 
for the overall. The next best score was a 
two point loss, posted by Claxton and 
Bantam A rider Kevin Howley, who 
were all running close to the front as 
well. Traffic claimed Norton and Cayer, 
who finished the section with a four and 
a three, respectively, and most other rid- 
ers’ scores descended from there. 

At this point Norton and Cayer were 
tied with nine points each, but they 
were hardly a factor in the overall any 
more. White was raging up front, with a 
total of six points lost, trailed closely by 
Claxton, with eight. The course was 
heading for the gas stop, with one more 
timekeeping section to be careful in, and 
most all slipped through unscathed, 
except for Cayer, who was gambling on 
one more points-taker before gas, and 
blundered into check eight a minute 
early, bringing his points total up to 11, 
and ensuring him a finishing position 
well down in the points. 

Check nine was a known control 
restart after the gas. Following this was 





a short section of difficult two-track that 
managed to take a point from all the top 
riders except Paul Milliken, who had 
been off the pace until this section, 
although he had little hope of cracking 
into the overall. Immediately following 
was the next section, a new piece of sin- 
gle-track trail rolling up and down the 
hillsides above Brodie ski area, and it 
would have been wonderful in dry 
weather. As it was, it was a greasy rib- 
bon of virgin mud that spooled up on 
your tires like duct tape, and took all 
remaining energy from A and B riders 
alike (the C riders had already been 
routed back to the finish on a shortened 
course). Milliken once again set the top 
score through this section, dropping a 
blazing two points at the final check- 
out, check 11. Claxton, Norton and 
Cayer all posted threes at the check-out, 
but the odd extra point wasn’t enough 
to displace White, who dropped a four 
for a total of 11 points at the finish. Clax- 
ton was second with a 12 card, while 
third overall was Norton, posting 13. 
Cayer, who just about wrapped up the 
championship again this year, finished 
fourth overall with 15 points lost, while 
Milliken filled out the top five with 17 
total. 

Kevin Howley, one of the few grey- 
haired guys riding a 125, finished up

with 18 points lost, good enough for the 
class win but also the best A-class score 
posted, giving him his second High 
Point A of the season. Ram Peterson 
again blazed through the B ranks, in 
spite of a couple of burns, and posted 
the best B score with a 42, and his sec- 
ond High Point B win in so many 
weeks. 

Scott Loring did the best of all the C 
riders, getting to the seventh check with 
55 points lost, and of course none of the 
C riders made it past the seventh check - 
did we mention it was muddy? Kevin 
Corbeil came the closest to him, with a 
56 at the seventh check. Likewise, Keith 
Goodell topped the Super Senior class, 
being the only one of the Grand Old 
Gentlemen of the sport to finish the 
Super Senior's shortened course, with a 
50 to check 10. Heidi Landon topped the 
Women's class again, making it to check 
five and ensuring her the Women's class 
championship for the year. €N

BROOKSVILLE, FL, OCT. 5 

TM's Franklin Ramey [III 
claimed his second overall of 
the season by winning the 
Orange State Enduro. The 
MSR-sponsored Ramey would claim the 
win of what was his closest finish to 
date. He was involved in a three-way tie 
with fellow KTM rider Allen Gravitt 
and Team Green rider Ashley Brewer 
when all was said and done with all 
three riders dropping five points each, 
but it was Ramey coming out on top 
after posting the better tie-breaker score. 
Brewer would take the second overall 
and first AA, followed by Gravitt in 
third overall. 

“I had a good ride, a few small prob- 
lems here and there, but nothing really 
major," Ramey said of his winning 
ride." 

The Suncoast Trail Riders put on the 
event, which has to be one of the most 
diverse enduros in Florida, and what 
some consider to be the best. The 
enduro is held on land adjacent to 
Croomes ORV Park. There is plenty of 
sand to satisfy the hardcore Florida 
guys, plus roots, rocks and hills for 
those non-sand riders. The course runs 
through an old limestone quarry, one 
that nature has all but reclaimed. The 
trail twists and turns up and down 
through the quarry creating quite a few 
small hills to climb, some even a little 
tricky, especially for those not accus- 
tomed to them. The trail was rich loamy 
dirt in these areas of the course, giving 
the riders a break from the sand and 
those relentless whoops that seemed to 
be everywhere. Many felt the trail 
through the quarry the most fun of the 
enduro. It rained earlier in the week, 
but as most of the course is sand the lit- 
tle rain they got was soaked up imme- 
diately and things would be a little 
dusty. The club laid out 67 miles of 
actual trail, no roads and just a few 
resets, for what would be one tough 
enduro. As a result, there were a few 





DNFs. The sandy whoops, palmetto 
roots and heat took its toll on many rid- 
ers. 

Instead of the typical check- 
in/check-out format, the club used a 
more random check placement and only 
a few small resets, which only the fastest 
riders were able to take full advantage 
of. The enduro started at 9 a.m. and rid- 
ers immediately went into the woods. 
The trail was fairly tight and whooped, 
and at the 7.2-mile mark, riders were 
greeted with the first check. Almost 
everyone was able to zero this check. 
For the next five miles, the trail became 
a little tougher and only the AA riders 
and a few of the A riders were able to 
maintain the 24-mph speed average. 
Check three, at 12.4 miles, was the first 
tie breaker, and Ramey would have the 
best time, zeroing the section and com- 
ing in at 27 seconds into his minute. 
Gravitt was next, with a 0:44, followed 
by Brewer with a 0:47. There was a 
small reset at 18 miles and then it was 10 
more miles of sandy trail. Check four, at 
28.4 miles, came after the quarry section 
and had all the fast guys staying on 
their minute. There was a gas available 
at 28.45 miles. This was under time with 
no reset, and some riders who stopped 
for gas had this cost them valuable time 
going into the woods. Ramey was one of 
these. He hasn't had enough time on his 
new bike to know the fuel range, so 
when he stopped it cost him precious 
seconds in the upcoming section. Check 
five, at 34 miles, had all the AAs and 
most of the A rider dropping a point. 
Ramey felt he would have zeroed the 
section had he not lost time at the gas 
stop. Gravitt too felt he would have 
zeroed the section; he almost did, com- 
ing in two seconds into the next minute. 

“I had a lot of trouble getting around 
riders today," Gravitt said. "They just 
wouldn't move, I don't know if every- 
one else had the same problem, but I 
feel that cost me a point at check five, 
and the enduro," Gravitt said. 

This check seemed to brighten the 
day of most riders. It was called the

"bikini check," as the checkers wore 
bikini tops. They definitely got the best 
dressed check-crew award. 

The gas stop came at 39.2 miles and 
the club gave everyone a much-needed 
break before the second loop. The first 
loop was tough, even though the low 
scores of the AAs didn't reflect it. 

The race was restarted at 56 miles 
and it was into the woods again. Check 
seven would come at 65.6 miles after 
probably the toughest section of trail in 
the enduro. There was a lot of bark- 
banging in the handlebar-width trees, it 
would be the most points-taking section 
of the day. Brewer would post the fast 
time through with a 4:12, followed by 
Ramey with a 4.17, then Gravitt at 4:56. 
Brewer was riding at his best. 

"] felt I rode good, my Kawasaki was 
awesome today, and. I really like this 
enduro, it was a true enduro," Brewer 
said. "The club did a great job. I had a 
few small problems during the day, 
nothing major. I did have some trouble 
getting around some riders though." 

It seemed that all the AA riders had 
their share of passing problems. Ramey 
had his share of problems in that section 
also. 

“I got a vine caught in my brake 
pedal while I was on the gas,” Ramey 
said. "It locked up my brakes and threw 
me over the bars, that cost me some 
time." 

Check eight came at 76.8 miles and 
all the fast riders zeroed the check. 
Check nine, at 89.6 miles, also had all 
the AAs and faster riders managing to 
stay on their minute. 

The finish was a known control at 
95.2 miles. From check eight to the finish 
it was one long 15-mile trail, more open 
than the previous trail and probably the 
most fun. The trouble was, most every- 
one was to exhausted to enjoy it. 

You could see the exhausted look on 
riders as they came into the pits at the 
finish. Many felt this year's enduro was 
tougher that last year's. 

Overall A honors went to 200cc A 


rider Tommy Veator with a 10-point 


loss. Two of those points being hot ones. 
The High Point B trophy went to Four- 
Stroke rider Karl Taylor with a 14. Top 


honors in the C class went to 250cc rider. 


Carl Brown with a score of 26. Ramey 
now has a slight lead in the series with 
to overalls to his credit, but Brewer and 
Gravitt are putting on the pressure, and 


the season is young. CN

— 7 illie Price fired his nitro- 
_f burning Harley-Davidson to 
. the fifth National victory of the 
season using his first and only 
ride at the White Rose MC hill. The sin- 
gle'assault pushed Price into fourth 
place in the 800cc-class championship 
points battle. 

The 800cc-class points underwent a 
shuffle with Greg Williams placing 15th 
at Indiana and fifth at Jefferson. 
Williams is second with 107 points, 
behind James Large and his 116 points. 
Steve Dresser's seventh-place finish for 
the day finds him with 107 total points 
to put him in third place in the points 
battle, leaving Willie Price close behind 
Dresser with 105 points. 

In the 540cc class, Ted Wilkins took 
his second National win aboard his 
innovative snowmobile-based Rotax 
hillclimber. It was Wilkins' second ride 
that secured the win for him, but the fast 
time had a price - unable to shut down, 
Wilkins had to bail off the machine at 
the top of the hill. 

By day's end, 540cc rider Paul Pin- 
sonnault, the current defending champi- 
on, finished sixth, but still leads Soter 
with 130 points to Soter's 129. David 
Watson finished fifth, to add another 11 
points to his tally, bringing him to a 
total of 91 points, with Scott McNeely 
following close behind with a total to 
date of 90. 

The 45-year-old White Rose MC 
sponsored its usual fall event, boasting 
two other hillclimb events a year. The 
well-groomed grounds set the stage for a 
good event on a cool, crisp, overcast day 
as racers and spectators filled the 
grounds just outside York, Pennsylva- 
nia. The hill itself, 245 feet from light to 
light, presented two obstacles, the first 
being a jump off the steep approach that 
breaks away at the 100-foot marker. The 
hill then continues up to the second 






steep jump at the 210-foot marker, where 
the hill has been bulldozed off to form a 
large shelf, then continues to the top. 


540cc 


Rick Soter III got off to a slow start in 
the 540cc class, as his first run was 
fraught with difficulties. After a good 
launch, Soter lobbed off the first jump, 
then grabbed a handful of throttle for 
the run up the rest of the hill. Unfortu- 
nately, the nitro-burning BSA stood on 
end as Soter fought off a big wheelie, 
forcing him to back off a bit. Soter card- 
ed a 7.2820-second run. Soter's round- 
two run proved much faster. He had an 
excellent launch and again had to fight a 
wheelie to get through the second jump. 
Once through, the BSA kicked from the 
right side to the left and Soter had to 
manhandle the rebellious nitro-burner 
to the lights to record a 6.3631, netting 
him third on the day. 

"| figured I'd better do something," 
Soter said. "The second (ride), I got 
lucky and it was half decent." 

Terry Thompson started on the left 
side of the hill. Jumping off the first 
obstacle, Thompson's BSA squirmed 
under him as he looked for traction. 
Back into the groove, Thompson 
jumped the second obstacle with a hard 
blast to the light to clock a 6.3144 for his 
first ride. Thompson stepped it up with 
his second ride, having to fight off a 
lofty front wheel through the midsection 
of the hill. He kept it together as he 
wound up the fuel-injected BSA, going 
through the lights to clock an awesome 
6.1731. 

Ted Wilkins stepped off the log in a 
fast frenzy as his machine screamed off 
the log. Lobbing over the jump, 
Wilkins hammered the throttle as the 
stretched Rotax squirmed. Floating the 
front wheel, Ted got set up for the sec- 
ond jump as he sat down before it. Fly- 
ing over the jump and over the top, 
Wilkins recorded a 6.2520 for his first 
ride. Wilkins' second ride needed to 


beat Thompson's second ride for him 
to take over the lead. Flying off the sec- 
ond jump, Wilkins' Rotax squirmed 
under him as he shot up the hill in a 
screaming frenzy aboard the nimble 
machine. Stretched over the back of the 
seat in an attempt to transfer weight to 
the rear tire, Wilkins got the hookup he 
needed. With the speed he had, 
Wilkins had to bail off his machine, 
following it over the top as the clock 
display flashed the winning time of 
6.0361. 

“I thought I had to hit it once more 
after the last jump, but I probably 
shouldn't have... I hit once more and 
that looped me," Wilkins said of his 
bail-off. 


800cc 


Willie Price had his fuel-injected, 
nitro-burning Harley-Davidson backed 
into the hole for him as he stood looking 
up the hill in last-minute preparation for 
his assault. Fired and ready, Price 
cracked the throttle and dropped the 
clutch to pull a hard launch. Once back 
on the ground after the first jump, Price 
pinned the throttle as the monstrous 
machine dug in hard. Staying centered, 
Price never let up as he rocketed over 
the second jump and blasted through 
the lights with an airy exit over the top 
to record a 5.7529. It was the only run he 
needed to win the class. 

Jason Petty put together a showy 
first ride as he fishtailed coming off the 
first jump with the bike kicking around 
under him. Petty finally found the 
groove, whereupon he dug in - but suf- 
fered from a wheelie. Up tall, Petty 
rode to and over the second jump in 
unicycle fashion. Getting a kick, the 
Harley looped out from under Petty. 
Making the lights aboard the stretched 
machine, the announcer barked over 
the cheers of the crowd that the timers 
had malfunctioned and that Petty 
would get another ride. This time Petty 
put in a straight-line run, attempting to

pop the bubble Price was sitting on. 
Obviously faster than the earlier run, 
Jason was happy with the 5.9572 timed 
ride. Petty's second-round run proved 
slower, with another wheelie-plagued 
ride. Petty still managed a 6.2330 
aboard the Gerenger-built Harley 
Davidson. The first run secured Petty a 
third-place finish. MAR 

"Large snuck in there and chipped 
me out a little bit, but he deserves it," 
Petty said. "He's running real well." 

James "Jammer" Large of the Pro 
USA Team had his machine rolled into 
the pit by team leader Tom Reiser, the 
sponsor and builder of Large's ride. 
Large lobbed off the first jump using the 
center-line attack. Looking for traction, 
the Harley danced under the points 
leader. The wheelspin left Large with a 
6.3585-second time on his first ride. On 
the second run, Large jammed up the 
left side and logged a lot of air time over 
the first jump. Continuing up the left 
side, Jammer fed the nitro-burner all it 
wanted as he dashed to the lights to 
clock a fast 5.8141-second run; only a 
few hundredths. slower than Price's 
pace-setting ride, leaving him second on 
the day. 

"Once I made it over the little break- 
er there, I left it on, went clear to the top 
and it came out good for me," Large 
said. €N

GFI Fall Motocross Series, Round 4 


Valdez 
victorious

LAKE PIRU, CA, OCT. 12 
uzuki rider Oscar Valdez ran away 
with the first 125cc Intermediate 
moto win, then played it smart and 
took a second-place finish in the second 
moto to wrap up the overall win during 
round four of the GFI Fall Series, held at 
the Lemon Grove Motocross Park. 

The first 125cc Intermediate moto 
started with a bang as a first-turn pileup 
on the uphill start claimed series points 
leader Bryan McGavran, Terry Gas- 
touniotis, Glenn Branson and Chris 
Sprenkel. Mark Tilley escaped with the 
lead over Valdez and Dusty Walters. 
Valdez got around Tilley by lap two and 
pulled away for a convincing win. 

"] saw McGavran fall and I saw him 
hit pretty hard," said Valdez, "so I just 
said, ‘I gotta get away now if I want this 
overall, so I had to do it and got around 
Tilley in the back straight to lead." 

Walters latched on to Tilley's back 
fender on lap three and never let go. 
Tilley greeted the checkers in second 
place with Walters in his shadow, just 
waiting for a mistake that never hap- 
pened. Paul Temmerman was back a 
few seconds for fourth, ahead of Nick 
Scott and Gastouniotis. 

The second moto belonged to 
McGavran right from the drop of the 
gate. The Fox/NCY/CTi-backed YZ 
pilot grabbed the holeshot and within a 
lap had six seconds on Valdez. 

“1 just wanted to win and get a good 
place and add some points up (for the 
series) and hopefully pull away as far as 
I could, and I did that," McGavran said. 
“I just tried to ride smooth and not think 
about anybody else, and ride my own 
race." 

Valdez knew he didn't have to win 
the second moto to claim the overall 


win, and set a comfortable pace that 
kept him out of the grasp of Tilley, who 
was running third. 

“I usually get the holeshot, but I 
don't know what happened this week- 
end," Valdez said. "McGavran was fast 
out there. I knew I didn't have to deal 
with him, so I just rode smart and got 
second in the moto. The track got a little 
rough in the second moto, but I had to 
deal with it." 

Tilley finished a lonely third for sec- 
ond overall on his LBZ/Spy/Lunde 
Racing-backed RM125. 

“1 finally got good starts and ran up 
there with those guys, not playing 
catch-up anymore," Tilley commented 
after the second moto. "They've just 
got motors on me. l've got to get my 
motor done. The track got rough. I like 
it when it's rough: You find out who's 
been training and who's not been train- 
ing." 

McGavran picked up the third-place 
trophy with his 7-1 score. Walters 
dogged Branson all the way to the finish 
in the second moto for fourth overall 
with 3-5 scores. Temmerman went 4-7 to 
round out the top five. 

Michael Meadows and Dieter Tem- 
merman went at it head to head during 
the first 125cc Novice race on the hilly 
track. Meadows jumped out to an early 
lead and would spend the entire race 
keeping Temmerman at bay. A mistake 
by Temmerman on the final lap gave 
Meadows some breathing room at the 
finish. 

“On the last lap, I was trying to pass 
him (Meadows) and I wrecked over a 
tabletop in the back,” Temmerman said. 
“I still got up in second place, so it was 
all right." | 

Matt Condon overcame a bad start to 
take a well-deserved third over Jason 
Ebel and Cliff Jennings. 

The second moto saw Meadows get 
another good start, but Temmerman 
was right on his tail and had other 
plans. 
"I had him (Meadows) a couple of 
times almost coming down the downhill 
in the first moto," Temmerman 
explained, "so I just tried to get him 
right away, and I got him on the first lap 
and just tried to pull away really quick 
and hang on from there."

And that's what he did, taking the 
second-moto win a few seconds ahead 
of Meadows. | 

“I had a hard time keeping up with 
him (Temmerman). I wish I could have 
got him," said Meadows, who recently 
moved up to a 125 from the mini class. “I 
think this is my sixth race on a 125. I like 
them a lot - a lot more than the minis. No 
more minis; I can't handle them." 

Jennings and Condon argued over 
third place for much of the second moto, 
with Jennings breaking away in the final 
stages to earn the position. Condon's 3-4 
score just edged out the 5-3 of Jennings 
for the third-place trophy. Jason Ebel 
slowly climbed through the field in both 
rounds to go 4-5 for fifth. 

David Sullins was untouchable in the 
opening round of 125cc Beginner action. 
Sullins established an immediate lead 
that grew to 10 seconds within the first 
couple of laps. Clint Ewing spent the 
moto getting his new YZ up to speed 
and was rewarded with a second-place 
finish in front of Jay Johnson, Jimmy 
Eberle and Jason Monohan. 

Kevin Jennings had a disastrous first 
moto, crashing a couple of times and 
just plain not getting along with the 
hard-packed track en route to an eighth- 
place ride. The second moto was a total- 
ly different story, as Jennings nailed the 
holeshot and never looked back during 
his runaway win. 

“I just rode steady," admitted Jen- 
nings after round two. "I didn't want 
to go haywire and go way over my rid- 
ing ability. I pulled away from them 
pretty good. Once I pulled away, I just 
stayed the same pace because I didn't 
want to ride too fast and crash. In the 
second moto, the track dried out a lit- 
tle, but besides that it was.an awesome 
track." 

Sullins was buried in the pack off the 
start but never gave up and managed to 
work all the way up to third, which was 
good enough for the overall win. John- 
son held off Sullins in the final laps to 
finish in the runner-up position and 
earn second in the class with his 3-2 
score. Ewing went 2-5 for third. 

An obviously happy Shane Good 
greeted the checkers well ahead of 
everybody else in both 250cc Beginner 
motos. 





“I got good starts and rode smooth,” 
Good said. ^I love the track. This is the 
first time I’ve ever been here. I haven't 
raced in six months; І just came out with 
my buddies and did awesome. I honestly 
thought I would be top-five if I came out 
here - I didn't think I would do that good. 
I'm totally surprised, totally stoked!” 

A first-moto fall kept Chris Conahan 
from finishing any higher than fourth, 
but a good start and staying on two 
wheels during round two paid off with a 
second-place trophy for the Honda rider. 
Mark Broneau's 3-4 score got the better 
of Scott Meierhoff's 2-5 for third overall. 

Branden Milstead led every inch of 
the first 250cc Novice moto for the win, 
but not without plenty of pressure from 
Ryan Doty during the final two laps. 
The Pomona Valley Kawasaki/LBZ- 
sponsored Doty was quickest out of the 
gate in moto two, only to go down on 
the first lap. 

"My front end just washed right 
out," Doty said. "I was able to pick the 
bike up fast enough to still be in fourth. 
I battled all the way up to get by him 
(Milstead). I got him on the white-flag 
lap with a clean pass and was able to 
hold him off." 

Milstead finished a close second with 
both front-runners well ahead of Dusty 
Nabors, who went 3-3. 

Honda of Troy's team manager Erik 
Kehoe was the 250cc Pro-class winner. 
Yamaha-mounted Takeshi Koikeda defi- 
nitely made Kehoe work. for his money, 
though, as Koikeda was all over Kehoe 
for the first 15 laps of the 17-lap one- 
shot Pro moto. Kehoe put a couple of 
seconds on Koikeda right at the end for 
the victory. 

Eric Fleming used' the power of his 
Thousand Oaks Kawasaki-backed 
KX500 to pick up the Over 30 Novice- 
class first-moto win while the ground 
was still tacky. Eric Hameister closed in 
on Fleming, but ran out of time and had 
to settle for second. 

Hameister holeshot moto two, but 
Fleming dropped him to second by lap 
two. Hameister stuck with Fleming and 
returned the favor on the last lap to 
wrap up the overall win. Bruce Richards 
and Scott Highland played catch-up in 
both races to finish third and fourth 
overall, respectively.

Koch captures New

field. 

The Over 40 final proved to be a bit more 
exciting, as Koch gated third behind Herman 
and race leader Buzz Arndt. With only two laps 
remaining, Koch sped by Herman and quickly 
closed in on Arndt. As they raced out of turn 
four for the final time, Arndt slid high, allowing 
Koch to sneak by on the inside for the win. 

Koch was looking forward to a hat trick as 
the 16-rider Vintage Single main event rolled 
onto the starting grid. Herman, however, had 
the start wired and raced to victory with Koch 
hot on his heels. 

“When we came up on some lapped riders, I 
was hoping they would goof him (Bob) up in 
order for me to sneak by, " Koch said afterward, 
"but we ran out of laps." 

Once again, the 60cc class displayed the tight- 
est competition. Another first-time race winner 
emerged in the form of Trackstar Motorsport's 


Jacob Mataya. Josh Koch won the heat race and 
picked the first spot on the line for the main 
event. Mataya, however, sported the best reac- 
tions at the start, as he bolted into the lead and 
raced on to his first big win of the season. Koch 
fended off the advances of class-favorite Shawn 
Burr to earn second-place honors. A resurgent 
Travis Henrichs finished a respectable fourth, 
ahead of Cody Swenson and Ashlee Sullivan. 

In Open Pro action, Bill Hofmeister went to 
the point after the start of the 20-lap main event, 
with Verdeen Langland, Dan Zitur, Eric 
Brouhard, Marcus Bauer, Ron Brisbin, C.J. Bev- 
ing and Peter Tapkin giving chase. Langland, 
Zitur and Brouhard were the only riders able to 
offer Hofmeister any competition as they broke 
away from the rest of the pack. On lap 17, Zitur 
maneuvered his Larson's Cycle Racing-spon- 
sored Wood-Rotax by the Young America-pow- 
ered DTXed CR500 of Langland. With that, the 
first and second. finishing positions were locked 
in. The next lap saw Langland slide off the track 
between turns three and four, allowing Brouhard 
to earn the final position on the podium.

Slater slams at 
Cathey's Creek MX

FOREST CITY, NC, SEPT. 22 

Brett Slater won a hard-fought battle to take 
the 50cc (7-8) class win and move into the class 
points lead at round 12 of the 15-race AMA 
USA MegaSeries. More than 370 riders came to 
Cathey's Creek MX Park to do battle in the 
race, which was also billed as the Suzuki West- 
ern Carolina Motocross Championships and 
was sponsored by Dal-Kawa Suzuki, Suzuki of 
Gastonia and Suzuki Motorsports of Charlotte. 
Team riders from these three dealerships 
delivered the goods, notching 27 top-five fin- 
ishes. 

In the tightest points. race of the MegaSeries 
so far this season, Suzuki of Gastonia's Davin 
Price battled Spartanburg, South Carolina's 
Slater in the 50cc (7-8) class. Only one point sep- 
arated these young warriors before the start of 
moto one. Price grabbed the holeshot and 
looked to be the easy winner, but a crash put 
him on the ground and handed the moto win to 
Slater. Price recovered slowly and finished far 
back in the pack. 

Price again leaped to the front of the 50cc (7- 
8) division in moto two, and this time made no 
mistakes to lead every lap and take the check- 
ered flag as the winner. Slater finished second, 
and his 1-2 finishes gave him the overall victory 
and put him ahead in MegaSeries points stand- 
ings. 
Moncada of Gastonia's father/son team of 
Mark and B.J. Huntsinger earned three top-three 
finishes between them. Dad took a hard-fought 
second in the Over 30 C class, trading moto wins 
with Kingsport Suzuki/Interstate Cycles’ David 
Tucker, and also took a third in the Over 25 C 
class, while son B.]. was the winner of the Junior 
Mini division. 

B.J. Huntsinger’s double moto wins weren't 
nearly as easy as they looked on paper, becausé 
he had to deal with North Carolinian Matt 
Miller, Chase Roberts from Tennessee, Joshua 
Davis of Georgia, and Jeffrey Fields. Miller cur- 
rently holds the MegaSeries points lead for the 
Junior Mini class, and prior to this race was 
almost 30 points ahead of Huntsinger. It is still 
possible for Huntsinger to pull off a miracle and 
steal the championship, but only if major diffi- 
culties befall Miller.

Nyblod, Fay fastest at 
Oly Vintage Motocross

MCCLEARY, WA, SEPT. 27 

Mickey Lee Fay, the AMA National number-13 
Dirt Track/TT Pro plate holder, temporarily 
exchanged his Rotax for a pair of vintage 
motocrossers and came away with a 125cc Expert- 
class overall win at the annual Tacoma Motorcy- 
cle Club-sponsored vintage motocross, held at the 
Thurston County ORV Park, near Olympia. 

Joining the Honda- and Husqvarna-mounted 
Fay in the Expert-class winner's circle were 
Honda- and Yamaha-mounted Dallas Nyblod 
and Yamaha rider Ron Fish, winners of the 
250cc and Over 30 and Open Expert classes, 
respectively. 

Fish, who rode a Yamaha 360, and Nyblod, 
aboard a Honda CR125, battled back and forth 
in the first combined 125/Open Expert-class 
motos. Fish outlasted all of Nyblod's advances 
to post the win, ahead of a battle for third 
between Fay and fellow Honda rider Jeff Pugh. 
The battle went Fay's way. 

Fay came back to top the second moto, but it 
wasn't without a bit of luck. Fish and Nyblod 
led Fay and company in moto two, but Nyblod 
encountered problems, and then Fish floun- 
dered late in the moto. This allowed Fay, who 
was never far behind, to take the lead and the 
125cc win, ahead of Nyblod, who recovered to 
salvage second overall (1-2) ahead of Pugh. Fish 
netted the Open win ahead of Husky rider Dirk 
Murphy. 

Nyblod captured both of the 250cc Expert 
motos, which ran combined with the Open 
Amateurs, beating Fay's 1975 Husqvarna and 
the Yamaha YZ of Jim Noble for the honor. Fay 
and Noble spent most of both motos battling for 
second to Nyblod, which went to Fay in both 
motos as he grabbed second overall. 

CZ-mounted Kenny Brynn took the measure 
of the Open Amateur class. Brynn, however, 
missed the start of the first moto but forged 
through traffic to make up for what was nearly a 
half-a-lap deficit, taking second behind Ken 
McCorkle. Brynn bested the field of Amateurs in 
moto two after a much-improved start for his 
first of two overall wins. (He later came back to 
win the Over 40 Amateur class.)

Schroeder shines at 
White Sands Motocross

ASHLAND, NE, SEPT. 21 

Nebraska Motorcycle Parts' Billy Schroeder was 
the top dog in 125cc Expert action at White 
Sands Raceway. Schroeder used consistency to 
capture the overall, ahead of NMP teammate 
Nick Delozier and NCY-backed Grant Watts. 

In moto one, Watts headed the charge into 
turn one, with Schroeder and Jeff Ferrin tucked 
tightly on the inside. When Watts went wide, 
Schroeder sneaked inside on the tricky downhill 
left-handed turn to momentarily grab the lead. 
Watts' momentum from the outside carried him 
to the inside of the next turn and, when the lead 
trio ripped down the finish-line straightaway, it 
was Watts leading Schroeder and Ferrin. The 
order stayed the same for two laps until Watts 
encountered trouble on lap three, throwing his 
bike away over a berm and handing the lead to 
Schroeder. 

"My hand came off my grip and I couldn't 
brake into the turn," remarked a dejected Watts. 
"The clutch perch broke, and that was it for me." 

With Watts out of the race, Schroeder had 
clear sailing, having built up a considerable lead 
over Ferrin and the slow-starting Delozier. 
Delozier displaced Ferrin for second and set his 
sights on Schroeder. Delozier's charge to the 
front, however gallant, was too little too late, as 
Schroeder took the checkers first, followed by 
Delozier. A late pass by Paul's Yamaha /Shift- 
sponsored Todd Ramsey earned him third, 
ahead of a fading Ferrin. : 

Moto two saw a near repeat of the moto-one 
holeshot, but this time Schroeder came out 
ahead of his friendly rival Watts. The pair set a 
much faster pace than in the previous moto, 
quickly getting away from the pack. This time it 
was Watts who was doing the following, 


though, looking for a way around the speedy 
Schroeder. Watts’ patience paid off on lap four, 
when Schroeder stalled his Suzuki in a tight, rut- 
ted left-handed turn. 

“І can't believe I stalled it," Schroeder 
exclaimed. "I covered the inside like you're'sup- 
posed to and a mental error cost me the race. 
That's racing, I guess." 

Watts rode flawlessly to the end, winning 
the moto, but Schroeder was able to remount 
and hold on to second, ahead of Delozier. 
Schroeder's 1-2 gave him the overall win, fol- 
lowed by Delozier (2-3). Watts wound up third 
with a DNF-1, while Bill Holding (6-4) and 
Brandon Swadley (5-5) rounded out the top 
five.

Ten-year-old Phil Shekell dominated this 
year’s Belleville Enduro Team Point Series with 
three consecutive wins in his 50cc motocross 
division, but his 8-year-old brother, Greg, roared 
past to win the fourth and final race, giving his 
big brother something to think about for the 
future.

Riding Yamahas, the Shekell brothers from 
St. Louis made it clear that the encroaching gen- 
eration at the 32-year-old B.E.T. course will be a 
force to be reckoned with. 

The Shekell’s sponsor, Joe Roos-Evans of 
Financial Resources of America, also won the 
series in the 250cc C class. As a youth, Roos- 
Evans competed against the boys' father, Gary 
Shekell, and their uncle, Randy Shekell. ^But 
they were a lot faster than me," Roos-Evans 
said. "They raced everywhere." 

Roos-Evans needed a fifth-place or better to 
clinch the point series after archrival Jason Man- 
ning missed the second of four races. On the 
final race night, each won his heat, but then 
Roos-Evans led the main event for six laps, only 
to be passed by Manning in the home stretch. 

“I would have loved to win it, but I just 
wanted to stay in the top five," Roos-Evans said 
afterward. 

Veteran racing buddies John Pry and Kenny 
McCoy continued their longstanding rivalry 
with first- and second-place series wins in each 
of two divisions, TT M/C Open C and TT M/C 
Four-Stroke. Pry managed to edge out McCoy in 
all four series events in both divisions. 

Chris Graber, just back from Europe - where 
he broke into the top 40 in world competition at 
the week-long ISDE race in the mountains of 
Italy - easily won the TT M/C Expert division.

Bath soaks competition at 
Phillipsville Motocross

PHILLIPSVILLE, CA, SEPT. 28 

Jesse Bath used the third round of Phillipsville 
Motocross's Fall Motocross Series to showcase 
his ever-improving racing skills, showing just 
what was possible on the challenging track 
given enough talent and courage. 

In the 125cc Expert/ Intermediate race, 
Bath's pace was unmatched by any other racer, 
and Bath would have possibly won the 250cc 
class as well but for pushing his machine past 
the breaking point. Even in destroying his 
motorcycle's rear wheel, Laytonville's Bath 
inspired the other 201 racers at the Tim's Motor- 
cycle Repair/L&M Renner/Richard Miller 
Motorcycles-sponsored event, and hundreds of 
fans cheered them all in victory and defeat. Bath 
especially brought applause as he added fun to 
his motos with amusing antics such as starting 
after all the other racers had left the gate and 
then pulled off a giant "doughnut" in the start- 
ing area before giving chase! After purposely 
"handicapping" himself, Bath had to charge 
even harder to reach the front of the race, 
adding to the excitement. 

There was no stopping Bath on the 125cc 
machines as he raced to victory in both of the 
125cc Expert /Intermediate motos, but he found 
the going tougher on his 250cc bike. "I don't 
know exactly what happened, but I didn't have 
any rear brake for the last two laps," said the 
FMF/Answer/Jim and Jims-backed Bath while 
pushing his crippled machine from the back-sec- 
tion "rockers," the obstacle that had broken 
Bath's rear wheel and brought his charge to the 
front of the 250cc Expert/ Intermediate class to 
an abrupt halt. 

The revelation of Bath's total lack of a rear 
brake during his incredible charge past talented 
riders such as Rick and Mickey Crenshaw and 
Kervyn Cole made his drive to the front even 
more impressive. "I had some twine or banner 
wrapped around the back wheel," Bath said. "I 
think maybe that might have taken out the rear 
brake, and that might have had something to do 
with the hub breaking." 

The spotlight thus fell on Kervyn Cole, who 
rose to the task and rebounded from a third in 
the first moto to win the second 250cc moto out- 
right, despite (or maybe because of) the ambi- 
tious Bath. Bath threw away a chance to win the 
second moto by going off the track, out of con- 
trol. This rare and brief error by Bath was all the 
wily Cole needed to drive to victory. How sweet 
the victory was for the RK Cabinetry /Six Rivers 
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Towing / Могӣо’'ѕ Moto Repair-sponsored Cole, 
given the high caliber of competition at 
Phillipsville Motocross.

Former World Champion Trampas Parker sur- 
prised plenty of people when he showed up at 
the Amateur day of racing prior to the opening 
round of the AMA Fall Classic Motocross Series, 
but the outcome of his riding was no surprise. 
Parker walked away with a six-moto romp of 
the 250cc A, Over 25 A and Over 30 A classes in 
true world-class fashion. 

Parker was testing out his new ride for the 
AMA Eastern Four-Stroke Nationals and had 
never even sat on the bike before he got to the 
track on Saturday morning. Parker adapted 
quickly to his big-bore Husaberg four-stroker as 
he went, for the most part, uncontested through- 
out the day. 

Team Green's Mitchell Hodges made a good 
run at Parker in 250cc A racing but lost sight of 
Parker late in both motos, and took a respectable 
second overall. Joe Buskirk was at the Creek for 
the first time and was using Saturday to prep for 








the Classic on Sunday, and turned in a couple of 
good rides which put him in the top three at the 
day's end. Local Scott Shipley is always near the 
top at his favorite track and turned in a pair of 
fifth-place rides to snag fourth over David 
Espinoza. 

While Parker was showing nothing but class 
in the Pro ranks, another rider, who is on his 
way up, put on a show in the Open C class. As a 
show of support for the Classic on Sunday, all of 
the Amateur displacement classes were joined in 
an Open class. So, all of a sudden, 125cc C riders 
were going up against 250cc C and Open C rid- 
ers in one class. Brad Henderson, riding a Tri- 
City Yamaha out of North Carolina, had no 
problem working his YZ125 to the front of the 
18-rider field in both of the motos, showing that 
even on a big track, horsepower doesn't mean 
everything. Following Henderson home in sec- 
ond was Kawasaki rider Bryan Stevens , who 
traded second-place finishes with Scott 
Muterspaugh. Kevin Hatcher came home in 
fourth with a 5-5 score, while Forsyth Motor- 
sports’ Ray Ward just squeaked inside the top 
five with a 7-4.

The MRA held their premier youth event of the 
year, the Stars of Tomorrow Youth Champi- 
onships, and Greg Durivage took his Waterville 
Import-sponsored Lem to the win in the 50cc 
Super (7-8) class. The Delta Raceway track fea- 
tured a superlong circuit for the micros, taking 
up the entire racing complex.

Peterson and Jarod Ing 
held off Jones for the third spot, with Jones try- 
ing hard to move around the duo. Bauer and 
Durivage were wheel to wheel for the entire 
moto, but Durivage went down on the last lap in 
the same turn that got Bauer in the first moto. 
Bauer took the moto win, but Durivage won the 
overall. 

Steven Carnahan aced the 60cc class in 
another great ride before moving into the 80cc 
class.

hen the opening round of the 
үү: 998 АМА Supercross Series rolls 
around come January 10, there 
will be plenty of new things to get used 
to - things like Jeremy McGrath riding a 
Yamaha, Larry Ward riding a Suzuki 
and Ezra Lusk riding a Honda. There 
will also be new teams, colors and bikes. 
These are all good things. Personally, I 
like change. Change is good, especially 
when it's for the better. 

However, when it comes to AMA 
Supercross and National motocross, 
there is one change I absolutely despise, 
and it happens every year. Every year 
the AMA issues new racing numbers to 
the top 99 riders competing in both the 
AMA Supercross and outdoor National 
MX Series, and I for one would like to 
see riders keep the same numbers 
throughout their careers once they reach 
the pro level. 

It seems that just when I get to the 
point where I can memorize just about 
every rider's number (or at least half of 
them), the supercross/ motocross season 
ends, and I have to start the memoriza- 
tion process all over again. 

I had a tough transition period last 
season. For example, you don't know 
how many times I confused Yamaha 
riders Kevin Windham and John Dowd 
for about the first three months of the 
year. Dowd was number seven in 1996, 
then Windham took Dowd's number 
for '97. And the Team Yamaha riders 
basically wore identical riding gear and 
colors. It also took me forever to get 
used to Larry Ward being number six 
after he carried the number-11 plate for 
two years running. Before that, Jeff 
Emig wore the number-six plate for two 
years straight as well, then went to 
number two. Or how about the time 
when Mike Kiedrowski took his 
Kawasaki teammate Mike LaRocco's 
number seven a few years back, or 
when Steve Lamson took his Honda 
teammate Jeff Stanton's number five? 
Some people, however, will always 
think of Lamson as being number four, 
and for good reason, since he carried 


that number in 1994, '96 and '97. He'll 
be number 17 in '98. 

Wouldn't it be nicer and a lot easier if 
Steve Lamson just wore the number- 
four plate throughout his entire career? 
Or Emig the number-six plate year after 
year? Except, of course, the years they 
won their championships in their 
respective classes - then they could be 
excused for wearing the number-one 
plate. The next year, if neither rider 
wins championships again, they would 
then go back to their own personal num- 
bers again. End of confusion. 

So how does the AMA decide who 
rides with what number, anyway? 

Riders earn points for every race they 
compete in (in both the AMA Super- 
cross and National Motocross Series), 
and the AMA, for the most part, bases 
its next-year's riding numbers on the 
amount of points each rider accumulat- 
ed throughout that previous year. That's 
all fine and dandy, but so what if Greg 
Albertyn earned the seventh-greatest 
number of points in both series? What is 
that really saying? After all, the AMA 
does not recognize a combined series 
championship, so the number seven 
doesn't really mean a whole lot anyway, 
except, perhaps, that Greg Albertyn had 
a decent year by earning a lot of points. 
Albertyn finished out the '97 Supercross 
series fifth and the outdoor 250cc 
Nationals eighth. So the number seven, 
the number he'll be wearing in '98, 
seems like a good average to me. But, 
then again, I don't really care about 
averages unless we're talking baseball. 

Also, the system the AMA now uses 
sometimes means leaving out a number. 
This year in the AMA Supercross Series, 
there was no number two issued (even 
though, of course, someone did finish 
second in the series the year before); in 
1995 there was no number three, and in 
1994 there was, again, no rider carrying 
the number-two plate. Why? 

It can get a little confusing, but here 
is at least one example: Let's say 
McGrath wins the SX title but finishes 
fifth in the outdoor National series that 


same year. If you add up his total points 
in both series and he finishes second, 
then he earns the number-two plate for 
the following year. But when it comes to 
that year's Supercross series, McGrath, 
who obviously can't wear two different 
numbers at the same time, carries the 
number-one plate in defense of his SX 
title. Technically, he could carry the 
number-two plate if he so desired, I 
guess, since that's what position he fin- 
ished in the combined series - a series 
that really doesn't exist. Confused? 
Don't worry; you're not the only one. 

I would like to see the AMA let the 
riders choose what number they want to 
wear. Let's say, for example, that Jeremy 
McGrath earns the most points after the 
1998 season; he then should have first 
pick as to which number (that is, when 
he's not wearing the number-one plate) 
he wants to carry for the rest of his 
active career. The second-place finisher 
picks next, and so on down the line. 

Let's say McGrath chooses the num- 
ber 11 - for whatever reason - as his own 
personal number; then he will always be 
number 11 and, pretty soon, everyone 
will associate Jeremy McGrath with that 
number (and vice versa), no matter 
what kind of motorcycle he's riding, no 
matter what color gear he's wearing, no 
matter what series it is - no matter what. 
This would also be the case for Ezra 
Lusk, Greg Albertyn, Kevin Windham, 
Ricky Carmichael or whoever, for what- 
ever number they chose. 

It works in dirt track racing. The 
AMA allows the Grand National Cham- 
pionship regulars to keep the same 
number year after year. It's almost 
impossible to image Jay Springsteen not 
carrying the number-nine plate, or Steve 
Morehead the number-42 plate, or Will 
Davis the number-21 plate. To me, this 
is cool. A while back, the AMA toyed 
with the idea of going to a points system 
to determine rider numbers in the GNC 
Series and did so in 1971, assigning 
numbers based on the rider's 1970 
results. The AMA said it thought that 
this points system would enable specta- 
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tors to better identify the riders at 
events, but the AMA was proved 
wrong. Dirt track fans did not like it one 
bit - nor did the riders, and the AMA 
went back to its old way the following 
year. If they hadn't, Springsteen would 
now be carrying the number eight (in 
the 1998 GNC Series), and Morehead 
nine and Davis two. This just wouldn't 
be right. 

Not only do dirt track racers keep 
their same numbers, but so do AMA 
National road racers and GP road rac- 
ers. Quick, what number was Kevin 
Schwantz? Thirty-four? You're right. 
Quick, what number is John Dowd? You 
say you haven't seen the 1998 rider 
number list yet to know? Well, if Dowd 
kept the same number year after year, 
you'd already know what number he'll 
be next year. (He'll be number nine) 

Think about it: Would it not have 
been cool had Bob Hannah carried the 
same number throughout his career? 

To me, the only positive thing about 
the AMA's system right now is that it's 
prestigious for a privateer to carry a 
double-digit number plate. A double- 
digit number means you've earned 
enough points in supercross and 
motocross to finish among the top 99 
riders. However, if you are number 99, 
you'd better hope that the rider who 
earned number 13 isn't superstitious, 
because that person is allowed to forgo 
the number 13 for the next-higher num- 
ber (14), bumping every rider behind 
him down one spot. If you're number 
99, oh well... 

Of course, a rider will have to stay 
active on the National circuit to keep his 
or her number, just like they have done 
on the GNC and road race circuits, but I 
think giving riders numbers they can 
keep will benefit both the riders and the 
fans. It'll give the riders more identity, 
and make it easier for the fans to identi- 
fy them. 

So, having riders not change their 
numbers year after year is one change I 
can live with. €N
